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200 BILLION U.S, 
PEAUE QUTPUT 
RATE IN SIGHT 
YEARAFTER WAR 


Dollar - Volume Output 
Matching Biggest War- 
time Boom Likely — 
Full Employment Is 
Fact at Moment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
The American economy will have 
been out of its military harness 
one year Wednesday, the first an- 
niversary of the fall of Japan. 
Today, it is driving toward a 
smashing 200-billion-dollar annual 
production rate, 

Confounding V-J day prophets 
of slump and gradual comeback, 
industry already has eclipsed all 
peacetime records for jobs and 
production. 

For the moment at least, full 
employment is a fact, not a goal, 
and a manpower shortage may set 
in by New Year s. 

Federal economists, scanning 
President Truman's new anti- 
inflation budget recommendations, 
predict a fiscal year of production 
matching the biggest wartime 
boom in dollar volume of goods 
and services—1945's 199 billion of 
wartime and peacetime output 
combined. 

This so-called “gross national 
product” may be 15 per cent less 
in physical volume than the war- 
time peak, however. Part of the 
climb will be in prices, Many 
shortages will persist. 

Industry is more deeply imbed 
ded in Government controls than 
ever was contemplated by the 
Government a year ago. Except 
for prices, the controls are piling 
on ever thicker, 

In some cases Industry itself ap- 
pears reluctant to let go of Uncle 
Sam's apron strings. Some mass 
producers of houses, for instance, 
want Washington. not only to 
guarantee their sales but to lend 
the original investment. 

Foreign relief needs, the un- 
sowed Housing crisis, the threat 
of inflation—and above all the 
ravenous appgtite of expanding 
industries for materials—make it 
unlikely that the Government can 
take its finger out of the eco- 
nomic pie for months ahead. 


Inflation Is Prime Concern, 


The number one federal con- 
cern still is inflation. 

Prices will rise under the tat- 
tered price control law approved 
by Congress. Food prices are un- 
certain, Cotton textiles are up 16 
per cent already — a $600,000,000 
annual drain on the consumer's 
pocketbook. 

OPA says. however, the full ef- 
fect of the law cannot yet be en- 
timated. Increnses for all manu- 
factured goods still remain to be 
calculated. 

Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
predicts a boom-and-bust, Today's 
“full employment” is not the de- 
sirable kind, he says, because it 
is based on inflation. Wallace 
warns the country to grid for a 
let-iown in a year or #0, 

Civilian Production Administra- 
tor John D. Small, on the con: 
trary, says that if industrial har- 
mony continues, the country will 
nee “a period of prosperity such 
as we have never known.” 

Truman says both inflation and 
depression can be avoided... "“Pro- 
duction is our salvation,” he has 
proclaimed. 

Certainly federal economists 
agree that a big production year 
is ahead. The President figured 
his budget on a national income 
of 165 billions in the year ending 
next June 30—a jump of 18 per

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OUSES HERE 


Unions Say They Will 
Handle Products With 
Sufficient On-Site 
Work to Be Done.

The St. Louis AFL building 
trades unions, long opposed to pre- 


fabricated nouses, have modified 
their opposition and now are will- 
ing, with certain qualifications, to 
erect them, the Post-Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 

e qualifications imposed are 
that the houses must be made in 
plants employing AFL labor and 
that they do not entirely eliminate 
on-site work, Union leaders made 
it plain, however, that they are 
not letting down the bars entirely 
or welcoming any and all types 
of prefabricated houses. 

They reiterated the basis of 
their previous stand—that “pre- 
fabs,” for the most part, reduce 
the volume of on-site work with a 
resultant loss in income to their 
members—but they conceded that 
they cannot stand in the way of 
progress and allow themselves to 
be passed up. 

Manufacturers Hamptred. 

Relaxation of the unions’ stand 
against factory-built houses will 
mean little to the prospective pur- 
chaser until that industry swings 
into high gear. To date manufac- 
turers of such houses have been 
hampered: by materials shortages 
and have turned out comparative- 
ly few units, 

What few have been produced 
have been marketed largely in 
areas immediately surrounding the 
plants to reduce transportation 
costs and to supply markets 
where there are no obstacles, such 
as unton opposition and restrictive 
bullding codes, 

John J, Church, executive secre 
tary of the AF'L Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council, ex- 
plained that the unions do not op- 
pose prefabricated housing as such 
but only that type which virtually 
eliminates work for local crafts- 
men, 

“We still will not handle a ‘pre- 
fab’ that comes ready-wired and 
with plumbing already installed,” 
he said, “That would leave noth- 
ing for local electricians and 
plumbers, Houses made in sec- 
tions or parts elsewhere by AFL 
labor and shipped here for erec- 
tion we will handle if there is suf- 
ficient on-site work left to do.” 

Largest and most powerful, un- 
ion in the council is the carpen- 
ters, which has agreed to the new 
modified rule. 

“We stand to lose some on-site 
work with the prefabricated 
house,” said Erwin Meinert, execu- 
tive secretary of the Carpenters 
District Council, “but there is 
plenty of work on conventionally 
built homes, We don’t think the 
prefabricated house is going to 
put the conventional builder out 
of business, Far from it; we think 
that with efficient labor on the 
site, the conventional builder will 
out-sell the prefabricator.” 

He pointed out that new tech- 
niques and materials constantly 
are being evolved in the home 
building industry and that build- 
ing trades unions have gone along 
with these. “We know we can’t 
remain in the horse and buggy 
days,” he said. 

Considered on Merits. 

Both Meinert and Church said 
that each prefabricated house will 
be considered on its merits when 
its manufacturer or dealer seeks 
to sell in the St. Louls market, 

Thus far only two companies 


SENATE INQUIRY 
DISCLOSES WAR 
BROKER GIFTS 1

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
The Senate War Investigating 
Committee has unearthed evidence 
indicating former Treasury em- 
ployes received favors for steer- 
ing to brokers lend-lease contracts 
on which excessive profits were 
made, George Meader, committee 
counsel, said today. 

Meader told a reporter that high 
on the committee's list for future 
action are reports that gross prof- 
its ranging as high as 955 per cent 
had been made on contracts ob- 
tained by “desk and chair” brokers 
who reportedly gave weekend 
parties for government employes. 

The committee's investigators 
have learned, Meader said, that 
two men and a woman in the 
lend-lease division of procurement 
were fired for accepting favors in 
contracts where the Government’s 
interest was not protected, 


He said committee investigators 
had run into reports that on a 
couple of occasions weekend trips 
to a Hudson river retreat were 
financed by brokers for Govern- 
ment employes and thelr secre- 
taries. 


20 Contracts Involved, 


Meader said the $5,000,000 total 
of about 20 contracts involved was 
relatively small. He said, how- 
ever, the preliminary inquiry in- 
dicated the methods used were 
such they conceivably might pro- 
vide a lead on similar practices in 
other Government divisions. 

For instance, Meader said com- 
mittee’ investigators learned that 
a former bakery salesman, using 
two names and operating two 
companies, received 17 eontracts 
aggregating $200,000. This indi- 
vidual was described by the com- 
mittée counsel ag having nothing 
but an office, a desk, chair and 
plenty of gall when he went after 
the contracts. 

Treasury records, show Meader 
added, that one contract was let 
to such an individual for $22,- 
849 and subsequently farmed out 
by him through a jobber to a man- 
ufacturer whose payment for pro- 
ducing the items in question was 
$2392. He said this represented 
a gross mark-up of 955 per cent. 

Meader said that steel] machine 
pins which the Government 
bought for 34 cents each were 
manufactured for 3.6 cents, 

Division's Explanation, 

The procurement division's de- 
fense of some of its operations, 
the committee was informed, was 
that it had to make lend-lease 
purchases at a time when the 
Army and Navy exercised top 
priorities in obtaining all sorts of 
equipment, For that reason, the 
procurement officials said they 
had to tap prtviously untried 
sources, 


_ Meader said the contract brok- 


making permanent prefabricated |~~ 


houses have entered this area. 
One is Gunnison Homes, Inc., of 
New Albany, Ind., a pioneer in 
the field of prefabrication, It sells 
a complete, “packaged” house— 
even down to flowers in window 
boxes—which is shipped to the 
site in sections and erected.

Hospital attendants 
said that two of the patients re- 
ceived there suffered broken 
backa. 

Peague reported that the train 
was carrying 24 passengers, all 
bound for the Tip Top Inn at 
Mount Washington's summit, 

He said the flat car had been 
placed at the summit to remove 
old fixtures from the inn which 
was being remodeled, He sald em- 
ployes of the railway and the inn 
had checked safety brakes on the 
flat car twice in the last week, 

The COG railway is a one-track 
line, three miles long.

Gen, George C. Marshall, special 
presidential emissary, and Dr. 
John Leighton Stuart, new United 
States Ambassador, issued their 
statement to correspondents 
against a background of spread- 
ing warfare between Chinese Com- 
munists and Government troops 


and at a moment when United 
States Marines were battling train 
wreckers in North China, 


Despite this open pessimism, 
some observers here expressed be- 
lief that Gen. Marshal] would try 
one last fling at peace by appeal- 
ing for a coalition government be- 
fore abandoning his patient eight- 
month effort. 


It was generally believed, how- 
ever, that Marshall already was 
convinced there was no path to 
eace through continued negotia- 
ion on the present levels—even 
though he has been negotiating all 
along with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, head of the government, 
and with Gen, Chou En-lai, Com- 
munist plenipotentiary. 

(Speculation about an appeal 
for a coalition government there- 
fore could only mean the possibil- 
ity of going over the heads of the 
present Chinese leaders, although 
dispatches from Nanking avoided 
openly expressing this conclusion.) 

The Marshall-Stuart statement 
gave no hint what the next move 
might be. 

“Gen, Marshall and Dr. Stuart,” 
it said, “have been exploring to- 
gether every possibility of termi- 
nating the present growing conflict 
in China and for initiation of 
preliminary steps in development 
of a truly democratic form of 
government, 


“The desire for peaceful solu- 
tion to political problems appears 
practically unanimous on the part 
of the people. The economic situa- 
tion demands prompt solution if 
a disastrous collapse is to be 
avoided, Fighting, dailv growing 
more widespread, threatens to en-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of War Kenneth 
C, Royall said today the Govern: 
ment is starting “immediately” to 
build up a $2,100,000,000 war re- 
serve stockpile of the “critical 
materials we would need first in 
an emergency.” 

President Trunman made avail- 
able a $100,000,000 down payment 
in signing a deficiency appropria- 
tion this week. Royall told a re- 
porter the Treasury's Procurement 
Division is expected to start let- 
ting contracts shortly, acting as 
agent for the armed services. 

Royall is the War Department 
member of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board. He said the 
board deems the stockpile, to be 
made up largely of strategic mate- 
rials not obtainable in this coun- 
try, a “project of highest impor- 
tance,” 

Asbestos, chromite, manila and 
sisal fibers, jewels, lead, pepper, 
rubber, tin and zinc are included 
in a tentative top priority list of 
some 65 strategic and critical ma- 
terials to be acquired and stored 
mostly in scattered Army and 
Navy depots. Exactly what of 
each is to be bought in what quan- 
titles was not disclosed, 


NEGROES IN ALABAMA TOWN 


Old and Crippled Among 50 to 
100 Injured in Rioting After 
Fight at Athens, 
ATHENS, Ala. Aug. 10 (AP)— 
A fist fight between two white 
war veterans and a Negro touched 
off rioting in which between 50 
and 100 Negroes were estimated to 

have been injured here today. 

County Court Judge D. L. Rose- 
nau said old and crippled Negroes 
were among many he saw knocked 
down and trampled by white mobs, 
estimated to have reached a total 
of 2000 men at one time. 

“I expect at least 50 to 100 Ne- 
groes were injured,” Rosenau re- 
ported, “The Negroes were chased 
off the streets by the mobs." 

He added that about 10 white 
men had been arrested, He said 
an semblance of order was re- 
stored about nightfall Law en- 
forcement officers from northern 
Alabama poured into this agri- 
cultural center, of some 5000 pop- 
ulation, A local state guard com- 
pany was mobilized. All stores 
and moving picture places closed. 

The two white participants in 
the fight were arrested but the 
Negro escaped, Mayor R, H. Rich- 
ardson Jr., said he later freed the 
two white men after members of 
the mob promised to disperse,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
President Truman's advisers on 
Palestine today were reported con- 
sidering acceptance of a British- 
backed plan for division of the 
Holy Land, provided the zone as- 
signed to the Jews could be en- 
larged and given greater au- 
tonomy. 

The final plan, in the opinion 
of these experts, should provide 
not only for the immediate entry 
of 100,000 Jews but also for a 
long-range flow of Jewish immi- 
grants, 

Whether this plan for accepting 
the division program actually will 
get President Truman's approval 
was an open question, since there 
appears still to be considerable 
opposition to any partitioning 
among those who have some in- 
fluence with top Administration 
leaders. 

Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson is in charge of preparing 
final recommendations for Tru- 
man's consideration. There are 
signs that Acheson and his State 
Department advisers favor the 
partition principle as the most 
practical way of going about get- 
ting 100,000 Jews into Palestine as 
goon as possible.

At 10 Downing street, officials 
worked on a atatement of policy 
which, authoritative sources said, 
envisioned land operations 
throughout Europe to end illegal 
immigration of Jews to the Holy 
Land; the sea blockade; the estab- 
lishment of the Cyprus detention 
camp, and an appeal to sparsely 
populated countries to absorb as 
many of Europe's fugitive Jews as 
possible. 

Whitehall sources said the Brit- 
ish Army in Palestine was pre- 
pared for “major developments.” 

In tense Jerusalem, an authorl- 
tative source said serious trouble 
was brewing for the Holy Land 
no matter what steps the British 
took. If immigration were stopped, 
he said, “the Jews will cause 
trouble,” and if immigration were 
continued, “there will be trouble 
from the Arabs.” 


In Moscow, the Soviet Govern- 
ment newspaper lzvestia said the 
British were attempting to manip- 
ulate the Palestine problem to 
give themselves full political, eco- 
nomic and atrategic control over 
countries of the Near East.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Representative Clarence J, Brown 
(Rep.), Ohio, Republican Congres- 
sional campaign director, said to- 
day it is “beyond comprehension” 
why President Truman singled out 
the terminal pay appropriation “as 
the cause of a New Deal deficit.” 

Returning to a dispute with the 
President over the budget, Brown 
said in a statement released by 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee:

Truman, replying to an earlier 
attack by -Brown on his recent 
budget estimates as “misleading,” 
told his press conference yesterday 
that the budget would have been 
balanced if it hadn't been for the 
G.I, terminal pay bill—an expendi- 
ture he didn’t know about when 
he made his firat estimates, 

“The truth is this, Mr. Truman,” 
Brown declared, “your first peace- 
time budget is four times that of 
Mr, Roosevelt's banner peacetime 
spending-year, I believe that you 
will agree that Mr, Roosevelt as a 
spender was no piker. Democrat 
majorities in Congress have per- 
sistently over-ridden almost every 
Republican attempt to reduce fed- 
eral spending by making heavy 
cuts in the Government's bulging 
pay roll and by liquidating many 
of the needless, wasteful emer- 
gency agencies which you and 
your predecessor have created.”

Official Says OPA Could 
Not Hold Old Canned 
Vegetable Stocks at 
Former Retail Level. 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 10 (AP) — 
An OPA official said today that 
subsidies probably were paid on 
some canned vegetable atocks now 
selling at prices which were in- 


creased to offset cancellation of 
subsidies. 


The official said also that, with 
OPA permission, some retailers 
and wholesalers undoubtedly are 
selling canned corn, peas and to- 
matoes at increased ceilings 
authorized this week, even though 
they may have bought part of 
their supply before the price in. 
crease, 


Ceilings on these items were 
raised one to two centa a can 
to make up for elimination of 
subsid payments to canners, These 
payments amounted to $39,200,000 
in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1946, 

“We wrestled for three weeks 
with the problem of how to hold 
sales of pre-increase stocks to 
old prices,” an official said, “but 
the fact that price controls were 
not'in effect from July 1 to 25 
licked us,” 

The subsidy on the 1946 pack of 
canned corn, peas and tomatoes 
was canceled June 30, when price 
controls lapsed. Payments on the 
1945 pack were stopped July 28. 

No Figures Available. 

OPA has no figures on how 
many cans of these vegetables on 
which subsidies were paid were 
on distributors’ shelves when ceil- 
ings were raised, 

An official said that of the 1946 
pack, only canned peas had begun 
to move to market “in any quan- 
tity” prior to expiration of sub- 
sidies June 30, 

Under the subsidy program, pay- 
menta were made to canners only 
on the basis of actual sales to 
wholesalers prior to July 1. This 
means, the official aaid, that no 
canner received both the subsidy 
and the price increase granted 
thie week,

Assert That Harvests Will Keep Grain and 
Down-—Decontrol Board 
Hearing Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP) — 
Opponents of grain price ceilings 
tonight gained strength from of- 
ficial predictions of bumper crops, 
as they prepared to open hearings 
Monday morning before the Price 
Decontrol Board, 


Written statements submitted 
in advance showed major grain 
and meat interests asserting that 
bountiful harvests ahead would 
keep prices down without OPA 
control, 

The three-man board announced 
its schedule for hearing 43 spokes- 
men for industry, farm, labor and 
consumer groups who will appear 
Monday and Tuesday, 

Twenty will appear in rapid 
fire order Monday on grains and 
feeds, 223 Tuesday on livestock, 
men and their products, Argu 
ments on cottonseed, soybeans, 
milk and their products will be 
heard Wednesday and Thursday 

The price lid is off, by act of 
Congress, until Aug. 21 on all five 
commodity groups, which com- 
prise 60 per cent of all foodstuffs. 
Tt is the board's task to decide 
by then whether price ceilings go 
back on. 


The American Farm Bureau 
will recommend against ceilings 
on all five products. Most wit- 
nesses will get only 15 to 20 min- 
utes on the jammed schedule, but 
the Farm Bureau president, Ed- 
ward O'Neal, will get 30 because 
he will cover the whole range of 
decontrolled products. So will 
the AFL and CIO, when they ap. 
pear to advocate Pascoe ceilings.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—Many 
economists believe that full pro- 
duction is the full answer to in- 
flation. There have been reports 
that labor leaders were coming 
to this point of view. One recent 
report said labor leaders were dis- 
turbed by a showing that produc- 
tion per man hour was consider- 
ably lower than it had been even 
in pre-war time and so were urg- 
ing an increase in man-hour pro- 
duction to combat the 
ary effect of increased wages. On 
investigation, these reports appear 
to have been ill-founded, 

To the theory that full produc- 
tion is the answer to inflation, 
the CIO says “No,” the AFL says 
“Yes, but—.” 

The CIO monthly publication, 
Economic Outlook, says increased 
production “is not the sovereign 
eure for inflation which many 
voices proclaim it to be.” 

Robert J. Watt, international 
representative of the AFL, writes 
in the AFL News Bulletin that a 
vastly stepped-up production “is 
the one answer to our present 
economic troubles.” 

Man-Hour Data Deceptive. 

As to the charge that, despite 
almost full employment, man-hour 
productivity is low, the Labor De- 
partment's Bureau of Statistics 
has no figures. Labor leaders say 
it is wrong to take man-hour out- 
put as a measure of the individual 
efficiency. The worker's efficien- 
cy, they say, is only one of several 
factors. Among the other factors 
are: 

The type and condition of equip- 
ment used: production methods; 
capacity of the plan used; quality 
of materials; continuous or inter- 
rupted flow of materials; manage- 
ment skill. 

As an example of the effect of 
the management skill _ factor,

These factors, and some others, 
they say, are involved in evaluat- 
ine the reports of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics productivity and 
technological development divi- 
sion.

Yet shortages still plague busi- 
ness men and consumers. 

Some of them, like automobiles, 
reflect slowness in getting into 
production, Strikes stopped the as-

Other shortages tires and 
men’s suits, for instance — are 
simply a case of huge consumer

Mrs. Lucille Virginia Gerfen ad- 
mitted to police late yesterday 


that she had taken more than $750 
in funds from the Ken Connor 
Sporting Goods Co., 7500 Michigan 
avenue, where she had been em- 
ployed since February as a book- 
keeper, Police said a preliminary 
check of the firm’s books indi- 
cated the shortage would be at 
least $2000. 

Mrs. Gerfen, 32 years old, who 
lives with her husband, Fred, and 
their 1l-year-old daughter at 
5424A Virginia avenue, said she 
deposited part of the money in a 
checking account which she 
opened jointly with Jack Connor, 
a salesman for the company and 
a brother of the owner. Jack 
Connor told police he was engaged 
to marry Mrs, Gerfen, whom he 
thought to be unmarried. 

She was arrested yesterday at 
the store, after police received an 
anonymous tip that she had been 
spending large amounts, When 
questioned, police said, Mrs. Ger- 
fen readily admitted taking some 
of the store's funds. She also told 
them she had served 20 months of 
a sentence of not more than 15 
years, imposed in Spokane, Wash., 
in March, 1944, after she pleaded 
guilty of grand larceny in obtain- 
ing $302 with worthless checks. 

As bookkeeper and office man- 
ager for the sporting goods com- 
pany Mra, Gerfen had authority 
to sign payroll checks. She said 
she took the money by issuing 
checks made out either in her own 
name or to “cash.” Part of the 
money she spent for clothing and 
jewelry, she said, and the rest she 
deposited. Among the items she 
bought was a diamond ring that 
cost $366, 

The checking account had a bal.- 
ance of $175 when she was ar- 
rested, Mrs, Gerfen told police 
ashe opened it last July 10, with a 
deposit of $50 or $75.

Objectors to that 
plan have asserted that use of the 
bridge would keep Santa Fe traf- 
fic out of St. Louis to the detri- 
men. of the city’s MacArthur 
Bridge. The Santa Fe and Bur- 
lington have declared, however, 
that Santa Fe intended to use the 
Terminal Railroad, not Alton 
Bridge, for freight interchange. A 
spokesman for the Burlington told 
the Post-Dispatch that negotia- 
tions for the bridge purchase be- 
gan early in 1944, before Burling- 
ton and Santa Fe joined in the 
pi. to bring the Santa Fe here.

However, these apparently 
‘present less difficulty of settle- 
ment than the more fundamental] 
issue concerning the character of 
local or country governments to 
be maintained in regions which 
would be evacuated as the result 
of military redispositions pending 
basic decision of such matters by 
a constitutional assembly.” 


Gen. Chou's Reaction, 


Gen. Chou, the top Communist 
‘negotiator, said, “The situation 
actually is more serious than ex- 
* pressed in the statement.” 

Wang Ping-man, Communist of- 
ficial spokesman, exclaimed, 
“What Chiang Kai-shek wants is 
peace with conditions, The Gov- 
ernment is increasing conditions 
which hamper peace negotiations.” 

There was no immediate Gov- 
ernment comment, but a little 
earlier Chiang Chun-chang, secre- 
tary of the Government Defense 
Council, urged an increase in 
Government strength “to compel 
the Communists to change their 
attitude,” 

Once, shortly after Marshall 
came to China last December, unt- 
fication and peace were agreed 
on, but the new quarrels broke 
out and old ones were reopened.

H. V. Evatt, the Australian 
delegate, protested that Vishinsky 
was granted the floor out of order 
and charged the Soviet delegate 
with wanting to “gag” the confer- 
ence, Vishinsky rose to reply and 
Chairman Bidault tried to speak 
at the same time, finally shout- 
ing “I've got the floor!” and 
ringing his bell, 

“Mr, Vishinsky,” the chairman 
snid, “I am compelled to ask re- 
spect for the privileges of the 
chair—the chair which will soon 
be occupied by the Soviet dele- 
gate.” 

The misunderstanding appar- 
ently was caused by language 
difficulties, resulting in Vishinsky 
getting the floor. It developed 
that he wanted to withdraw a 


part of Greek Premier Constantin 
Tsaldaris's argument that Albania 
had “delivered support” to the 
Italians and was not qualified to 
sit in the conference, walked out 
of the chamber when Taaldaris 
mentioned him by name and 
waved his manuscript in his di- 
rection, He had left the room 
yesterday when Tsaldaris was 
speaking. 
Yugoslav-Greek Exchange, 

Molotov returned for the reply 
by Mosha Pijade of the Yugoslav 
delegation to Tsaldaris, Pijade as- 
serted that Greek policy had al- 
ways been “to foment and start 
war in the Balkans” and charged 
that Tsaldaris had proposed that 
Albania “should be divided be- 
tween Greece and Yugoslavia.” 

Taaldaris protested that “it is 
inexact to say that the Greeks 
proposed the division of Albania.” 
Greek sources said Pijade was 
probably referring to a meeting 
between Tsaldaris and Edvard 
Kardelj of Yugoslavia at which 
Tsaldaris brought up Greek claims 
to the northern Epirus, Later, out- 
side the conference, Tsaldaris 
termed as “totally unfounded” the 
assertion that he had proposed a 
division of Albania, 

The Czechoslovak delegate, Josef 
Korbel, asserted that “in our 
opinion Albania was during the 
war and is now de facto an ally.” 

A. V. Alexander of the British 
delegation, proposed that the 
question be turned over to the 
general commission along ‘with 
the proposed invitations to Egypt. 
Mexica and Cuba, as suggested 
yesterday by Byrnes. 

The Polish delegate, Wincenty 
Rzymowski, declared that Albania 
was “one of the first victims of 
Fascist aggression” and its right 
to a “consultative” seat was great- 
er than Egypt, Mexico and Cuba 
because of her nearness to Italy.

SURVEY PLANNED 
BY SENATE GROUE 


Committee Will Try vi 
Decide How Much Tax, | 
Now Frozen, Should Be 


Increased, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Legislation forestalling an other- 
Wise automatic increase in the 
old age retirement payroll tax and 
making several other important 
changes in the Social Security law 
was signed today by President 
Truman, 

The bill, which cleared Congress 
just before adjournment, freezes 
the payroll levy through 1947 at 
the present rate of one per cent 
each on employes and employers. 
Except for the new law, the rate 
would have risen to 2% per cent 
On each on January 1, 

In the meantime, the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee is sponsoring a 
study of the whor Social Security 
setup. The committee will try to 
determine, on an actuarial basis, 
when and how much the tax rate 
should be raised. This is the 
eighth year it has been held at 
1 per cent. 

The new law will provide an ad- 
ditional $150,000,000 annually for 
needy aged, needy blind, and de- 
pendent children, through extra 
federal contributions which will 
furnish about $5 more each month 
for 2,000,000 old people and blind 
pe.eons and $3 a month more for 
772,000 dependent children, 


The increases will take effect 
Oct. 1. 


Under another section of the 
bill, the families of World War II 
veterans will get Social Security 
survivors’ protection for three 
years without charge. The pay- 
ments will be the same as if the 
veteran had earned $160 a month 
in covered employment, through- 
out his military career. The total) 
cost is estimated at $175,000,000 
through 1949, 


The new law also provides So- 
cial Security unemployment com- 
pensation for an estimated 200.

Tn the view of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue such figures are 
hookkeeping notations set down 
by the corporations in an effort 
to show a basis for the payment of 
dividends. They are not the final 
figures on what the corporations 
will be rebated. 

In the case of Westinghouse, for 
example, the figures are for the 
first six months of the year, a 
period of more interest to stock- 
holders than to the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue whose collections 
are based on annual figures, It is 
assumed that, with strikes and 
many reconversion problems out 
of the way, and a huge backlog of 
orders, Westinghouse figures will 
be quite different at the end of 
the next six months.

A $250,000 damage sult waa filed 
yesterday by the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co. againat the AFL Interna- 
tional Chemical Workers’ Union 
of Akron, O., Local No, 12 of the 
union and about 100 Individual 


members for alleged illegal picket- 
ing of its strikebound Monsanto 


(Ill) plant. 

The suit, believed to be one of 
the first of ite kind in this area, 
was filed in United States District 
Court in Eas St. Louis and 
charged the defendants with caus- 
ing damage to the property and 
a hazard to the community by 
their picketing methods, A peti- 
tion for ai restraining order 
against the union is pending in 
the St. Clair County Circuit Court. 

The petition alleged the union 
pickets had barricaded the plant 
gates shortiy after the strike was 
called on July 18 over a closed 
shop demand and had denied ac- 
cess to the plant to supervisors 
and staff members. This action, 
according to the company, pre- 
vented proper shutting down of 
the plant, which contains large 
quantities of acids and gases of 
an explosive nature, thus creating 
the asserted hazard to the com- 
munity. 

The plant, valued at $5,000,000, 
has already been damaged to a 
considerable extent and expensive 
materials have been lost through 
inability of technicians to gain 
proper access to them, the com- 
pany claimed, Ten or 12 super- 
visory employes have been living 
in the plant since the strike began 
but are \nsufficient in numbers to 
safeguard the plant and its equip- 
ment, it was alleged. Others have 
been turned back by the pickets, 
the company complained. 

Attorneys for the company said 
the liability of a union to a suit 
of this kind was an open question 
in Iinois jurisprudence, The 
atate courts of Missourl have con- 
sistently held that unions, being 
mere voluntary associations of in- 
dividuals, cannot be sued except 
by naming and servitg the indi- 
vidual members. In the present 
proceeding the international un- 
ion as well as individual members 
are being sued jointly.

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WAA FIRES 92 
IN SHAKE-UP OF 
RADIO DIVISION 


Purpose, It Says, Is to 
Break Log Jam in Sur- 
plus Sales to Veterans 


Needing Goods. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (UP)—| 
The War Assets Administration 
has ordered a wholesale house- 
cleaning of its electronics divi- 
sion to break a log jam of sur- 
plus radio and other communica- 
tions equipment kept bottled up 
in storage while thousands of war 
veterans vainly sought to buy it. 

Fifty-two industry consultants 
drawing as high as $35 a day 
have been discharged. They will 
be replaced by Army and Navy 
technicians, Other employes have 
been fired, both here and in field 
offices. 

A spokesman said that while no 
charges of improper conduct have 
been made, officials felt there 
sometimes had been too close a 
tie-up with some of the 200 “man- 
ufacturer’s agents” who were the 
sole outlet for surplus electronic 
equipment, 

Review of Contracts. 

Part of the drastic change in 
surplus electronic disposal ordered 
by WAA Chief Robert M. Little- 
john calls for review of contracts 
and cancellation of contracts “not 
compatible with the public inter- 
est.” 

WAA anid the new contracts 
will emphasize “sales for profit” 
rather than “storage for profit.” 
They are designed to provide in-| 
centive for selling the surplus 
storage, 
for keeping it in storage. 

Cost-plus-fixed-fee provisions of 
present contracts will be eliminat- 
ed. The agency said new contracts 
will be signed with agents 
“capable of marketing the mate- 
rial” and that no agent will be 
allowed to monopolize a certain 
type of material, 

The agents mostly are concerns 
manufacturing communications 
equipment. 

The shakeup calls for complete | 
reorganization of the electronics 
division which has charge of sell- 
ing surplus radio and radar equip- 
ment, 

Main Purpose Is Speed, 

A spokesman said the main pur- | 
pose is to speed disposal of the 
surplus equipment to the 10,000} 
G1. applicants. The electronics | 
surpluses piled up in warehouses 
run into many millions of dollars.

Bob Feller, adding to his strikout total, was the last and hardly 


the least of the worries of the Browns at Sportsman's Park last night

Mel Harder’s pitching Ciepden in 
the seventh inning when the load 
became rather heavy for that 36- 
year-old hurler of 19 campaigns 
with the Indians. 

Even though the game was go- 
ing against the Browns the home 
folks were happy and cheered at 
the chance to see the strikeout 
king go into action, his second re- 
lief job of the seasom. And they 
got their Money's worth. 

Feller struck out four batters in 
fhe last three innings, retired 
seven Brownies in a row until 


Walt Judnich’s smash in the ninthe 


inning got through Second Base- 
man Jack Conway, then ended the 
game by forcing Chet Laabs to hit 
into a double play. 

Show of Anger. 

The crowd quickly returned to 
home club allegiance when Jud- 
nich's blow, a hard drive that 
was directly hit to Conway, was 
called an error. They booed the 
official scorer’s decision that pre- 
vented a hit being marked against 
Feller and from the dugout in- 
dignant Brownies hurled towels on 
the ground to show their anger. 

But in the end it didn’t matter 
and Feller saved the game for 
Harder, who thus scored his 
216th triumph of his career, Fel- 
ler, who only two days ago 
pitched a one-hitter against the 
White Sox for his twenty-first 
triumph, increased his strikeout 
total to 255. He was bearing 
down for that record of 347 which 
is still in his reach. 

Injured a week ago, Feller be- 
gan warming up for Harder's re- 
lief as early as the fifth inning. 
He was not only throwing in the 
bull pen, but was doing push-ups 
off the bench. Apparently he was 
getting that injured muscle in his 
back well warmed up and when 
he finally took the mound, his 
speed was there even if his con- 
trol wasn't too good.

Laabs fouled off several pitches 
after the count reached 3-2 in that 
last chance ninth inning, but the 
threat ended as Boudreau turned 
the second of two Indian double 
plays.

City legislation providing relief 
for dependents of tuberculous pa- 
tients who require hospital care 


was urged in the annual report of 
Dr. J, Earl Smith, director of the 
communicable disease control sec- 
tion of the St. Louis health divi- 
sion, The report was received yes- 
terday by the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society of St. Louis. 

Many tuberculous wage-earners 
without reserve funds refuse to 
accept hospitalization early 
enough for medical care to help 
them, the report said. Family fi- 
nancial difficulties force others to 
leave hospitals when only partly 
well, 

A total of 879 cases of tubercu- 
osis and 515 deaths due to the 
disease was recorded in St. Louls 
in the last year. Figures for the 
preceding 12 months, 899 cases and 
513 deaths, were slightly higher.

York City has been the birthplace 
and proving ground for many na- 
tional practices and the Mayor's 
failure to obtain sufficient in- 
crease of city allowance from 
State, funds deapite the swollen 
surplus in the State treasury, 
servers conclude, 
ural conflict common to all cities 
in similar plight. Current 
this year are expected to incrense 
New York State surplus to about 
$670,000,000 to which the city will 
have contributed nearly = two- 
thirds. 

After a lukewarm reception 
New York City's plea for a 
portionate cut of the huge surplus, 
the Republican legislature doml- 
nated by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
replied by reducing state income 
taxes (bringing them to one-half 
of the statutory rate because of 
previous reduction) and whittling 


Democratic Mayor O'Dwyer's re 
quest for an additional $100,000,000 
annually to a_ relatively paltry 
handout of $39,376,680. 


City Hall and Capitol. 


Even when thia political compe- 
tition between City Hall and 
Capitol is eliminated by party 
harmony, it will be recalled that 
up-state or rural legislators tra- 
ditionally are reluctant to make 
satisfactory division of tax gains, 
Distribution predicated either on 
population or sums contributed Is 
sé¢emingly about the only manner 
in which urban government can 
recover a fair proportion of state 
tax payment. 

Faced with the unpleasant and 
politically hazardous alternative of 
imposing specjal municipal levies 
on an already heavily taxed popu- 
lation or reducing the budget to 
penalizing, inefficient levels, Mayor 
O'Dwyet boldly petitioned State 
Comptroller Frank C, Moore for 
authority, by legislation, to assess 
local taxes in @ccordance with the 
pre-determined achedule. The new 
budget called for incrensed ex- 
penditures of nearly $90,000,000 
above 1945-46, 

In accepting the Inevitable for 
New York City, Mayor O'Dwyer 
is supported by the opinions of 
many observers who think he is 
blazing the only remaining trall 
to city solvency—increased reliance 
on self support and dependence In 
diminishing degree on revenue 
from atate income, If incidenta of 
history are precedent, those who 
deal with fiscal problems in other 
cities will follow with special in- 
terest the reasoning of Mayor 
O’Dwyer's reluctant request. 

“The city faces the need of com. 
pleting the financing of great 
projects like Idlewild Airport and 
the West Side Market,” he told 
Comptroller Moore. “Important 
steps must be taken to bring the 
city’s rapid transit system up to 
proper standards of safety, mod- 
ern design and cleanliness and to 
reduce overcrowding. 


Broad Authority Asked. 


“Repair postponed because of 
war is now urgently needed and 
must be undertaken without de- 
lay. Salardes must be paid to city 
employes commensurate with rises 
in living costs. City services which 
have been starved in recent years 
must be restored to the standard 
which the people of the city prop- 
erly demand. 

“As a consequence of these con- 
ditions I seek your co-operation 
in granting to the city broad au- 
thority for a four-year period to 
impose taxes which will suffice to 
meet these deferred, accrued and 
overdue needs of the city of New 
York.” 

Details, probable effect and rev- 
enue of the O'Dwyer tax schedules 
designed for conditions prevailing 
in New York, but adaptable in 
principle to almost any city in 
the nation, follow: 

(1) A pay-roll tax would impose 
a 1% per cent levy on all New 
York City payrolls, to be paid by 
employers. It would be a prece- 
dent in New York City tax history, 
constituting a new bookkeeping

Maintenance of Subway. 


(2) UWnder the schedule, city 
dwellers who pay directly for the 
use of gas, ateam, electric, tele- 
phone and telegraph facilities 
would have 5 per cent added each 
month for municipal tax, For the 
average consumer, thia means 
simply that gas, electric and tele- 
phone bills will go up 5 cents on 
the dollar. In New York City, 
the bills already are subject to a 
1 per cent city sales tax. Estimat- 
ed yield Im $18,000,000, 

(3) Doubling the retail sales tax 
to 2 per cent will produce about 
$80,000,000 additional yearly reve- 
nue, it is estimated, This § in- 
come will be devoted to New 
York's own peculiar problem, 
maintenance of the subway sys- 
tem. Increase of subway fare 
from 5 cents to a fee commen- 
surate with coat of service is an 
issue too hot for any. New York 
politician to handle, 

(4) A tax of 5 per cent has been 
levied on all hotel rooms renting 
for more than $2 daily. About 
125,000 New York City hotel rooms 
are affected, Contemplation § of 
taxing all rentals, domestic and 
commercial was abandoned. The 
hotel tax will yield about §7,- 
000,090 it in estimated, 

(5) A city luxury tax on all 
items sold at retail such as furs, 
jewelry, toilet goods and luggage 
at the rate of 5 per cent of the 
purchase price would raise about 
$10,000,000 annually. 


Entertainment Tax. 

(6) Five per cent tax on city 
entertainment would produce an 
estimated revenue of $12,500,000. 

(7) Of apecific interest in any 
municipality is the rise in jhe 
general business and financial 
tax which have heen doubled 
to one-tenth per cent of gross 
receipts of all business institu- 
tions and one-fifth of 1 per cent 
of grossa receipts of all financial 
Inatitutionsa under the new sched- 
ule, Utilities, wages, trust com- 
panies, mutual savings banks, 
benevolent and other like organl- 
zations are exempt, 

(8) For a tax bonanza locally 
appropriate for tax purposes, cur- 
rently a principal source of state 
revenue, Mayor O'Dwyer proposed 
local levies on race tracks at Ja- 
maica, Aqueduct and Belmont 
Park which it was believed would 
disgorge about $12,500,000. of the 
total staggering summa removed 
each season from the pockets of 
patrons, Results have been dis- 
appointing so far in this particu- 
lar case. 

In defense of his budget and the 
drastic schedule devised to meet 
it, Mayor O'Dwyer said: 

“We are now atill converting to 
a peacetime status. The deficien- 
cles of wartime must be correct- 
ed. Our operating plant must be 
repaired and all essential services 
must be restored, 

“In order to expand activities 
more money is needed, Every sug- 
gested form of tax meets with op- 
position from one group or an- 
other. Most people are opposed 
to added taxes, but it is safe to 
assume, all are in favor of restor- 
ing normal services, We cannot 
have proper service without pay- 
ing for it. We must pay for any 
improvements that we receive. 
My efforts to obtain assistance 
from the state were unsuccessful. 
The only alternative is additional 
taxes from other sources,” 

The race track levies were 
promptly enacted by City Council 
to become effective immediately. 
Bills doubling business and finan- 
cial taxes, the impost on hotel 
rooma and the controversial sale 
tax rise were passed after hot 
debate on the latter measure in 
which Democratic members 
charged that Goy. Dewey and Re- 
publigan cohorts were responsible 
through failure to grant the city 
a larger share of state revenues,

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Cubcadiaiinitlncs Describes to 
Post-Dispatch How He Will 


Circumvent U.S. Supreme 
Court and Federal Statutes 
by Making Primary a White 
People’s Club.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 19. 
HAT may be in store for Georgia for 
W the next four years was outlined to 
the Post-Dispatch today by Eugene 
Talmadge who will become Governor next 
January for the fourth time in 14 years, It 
was the first extended discussion of his 
plana that he has made, 


Talmadge, who was unofficially but heav- 
ily backed by the Ku Klux Klan in the 
recent primary, made it plain that he 
‘wasn't fooling’ when he campaigned on a 
platform of ‘‘white supremacy.” His nomi- 
nation was tantamount to election in this 
one-party state, 


He regards his nomination as a mandate 
from the people of Georgia to disenfran- 
chise, as far as ponsible, the Negro voters. 
Toward that end he will undertake to cir- 
cumvent the Federal statutes and the recent 
ruling of the United States Supreme Court, 
which affirm and protect the Negro's right 
to vote in a primary as well as in a genera) 
election, 

This “holy war’’ against the Negro voter 
is the substance of Talmadge’s program, All 
the rest is mere window trimming. 

Although James V. Carmichael, the run- 
ner-up in the primary, who was backed by 
retiring Governor Ellis Arnall, received the 
largest popular vote Talmadge beat him 
because of the county unit system on which 
he has always banked. Under the unit sya- 
tem a small rural county may virtually 
cancel urban votes. 


Talmadge Claims 
He Received Majority. 


Talmadge, however, maintains that he 
won by “a popular majority of 93,000." He 
doesn't count the Negro votes. Moat of the 
Negroes, voting for the first time in the 
Democratic primary, were for Carmichael 
but the bulk of thelr votes were cast in the 
cities, 

“As long as T am Governor of Georgia," 
Talmadge told the writer, ‘‘no Negro will 
vote. The average Negro is not qualified 
to vote because of his general moral charac- 
ter and lack of education. The Negro be- 
longs to an inferior race. His civilization 
is an artificial one, forced on him by the 
white race in the last 150 years, 

“‘Realides, a Negro vote Ia hard {0 get out 
once it Is in the ballot box.” 

Talmadge explained that the way virtually 
to disenfranchise the Negro was to eliminate 
him from the “white primary.” The Negro 
vote in the last primary, he indicated, wars 
his first and would be his last if Talmadge 
has anything to do with it. He asserted 
that the Negro is not capable of assuming 
the duties or responsibilities of government 
and added that his observation “goes for 
the whole country’ as well as for Georgia. 

In pursuance of his first objective—to 
circumvent Federal Court decisiona which 
opened the primary to Negroes—Talmadge 
is not waiting until his inauguration. He 
is now occupled in handpicking delegates to 
the Democratic state convention which 
meéts in October for the avowed purpose of 
“organizing a white man's primary.” 


Repeal of Primary 
Law to Be Recommended. 


Talmadge, who is assured control of the 
convention since he will appoint 246 of the 
410 delegates on a basis of a delegate to 
each unit electoral vote he obtained in the 
July 17 primary, said the convention would 
adopt a resolution urging the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly to repeal the Neal primary 
law. 

“All it takes is party rule to disenfran- 
chise the Negro,” Talmadge continued. 
“Once the primary law is out of the way 
Democratic primaries will be under party 
control instead of state control, That will 
satisfy the findings of Federal courts, It 
will be like a private club.- We will make 
our own rules.” 

Talmadge, who at 61 is almost as agile 
as when he entered state politics in 19265, 
expressed confidence that he would have a 
“friendly’’ General Assembly, which would 
adhere to the “tradition of white suprem- 
acy.” 

Another way to disenfranchise the Negro, 
Talmadge continued, is to “apply the laws 
of Georgia.” Under Georgia law, boards of

The next Governor of Georgia in the hands of his admirers, 


registrars appointed by Superior Court 
judges pass on the qualifications of voters, 
A voter must be 18 years old, a resident for 
a year, must be possessed of ‘good moral 
character” and have nominal educational 
qualifications. All of these stipulations are 
susceptible of broad interpretations. 

“We will fix it so the Negro vote can’t 
amount to anything,” Talmadge said. “Why, 
that one requirement ‘good moral character 
bars a mess of Negroes from voting. Very 
few have good moral character, Most of 
‘em have criminal records, 

“Of course, there are a few smart ones. 
The intelMgent Negro, ike Dr. J, W. Holley, 
former head of the Albany Negro College, Is 
for me because he knows his race is not 
ready to assume the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment. Ninety-elght per cent of the 
others were for Carmichael, The two per 
cent who voted for me in the primary were 
brave men. But I advised them all not to 
regiater or vote.” 

Talmadge's white supremacy plank was 
the only real campaign issue in so far an 
the voters were concerned, Both Carmichael 
and former Gov. E. D. Rivers, who finished 
a bad third, dodged or noft-pedalied It, 

“The uplifters and equal-rightefs and 
Communists have forced the issue,” Tal- 
madge declared, ‘‘and the white people of 
Georgia are going to meet the issue, All 
these uplifters want a mongrel race, 
whether subconsciously or otherwise. If 
they accomplish it they will undermine the 
civilization of the world.” 


Would License Busses 
On an Intrastate Basis. 


Observing that “I'll Jim Crow ‘em,” Tal- 


madge said he would enforce segregation in 
Georgia. In order to by-pass ‘a Supreme 
Court decision outlawing segregation in in- 
terstate busses, Talmadge suggested that it 
might be necessary to license busses on an 
intrastate basis, 

‘Passengers traveling through Georgia 
would have to buy another ticket,” Tal- 
madge said, “and that is done for the pro- 
tection of all the people. That's important 
«the protection of the people.” 

Talmadge thinks that it is desirable to 
have Negro schoolsa—provided they have a 
different curriculum than schools for white 
pupils. Negroes should be taught subjects, 
he said, “in keeping with their environment 
and opportunities in life.” 

He indicated that he thought their train- 
ing should be along vocational lines, adding 
that “Greek and Latin are absurd subjects 
for Negroes.”’ 

‘‘We must protect the Negroes from the 
Communist organizations,” Talmadge said, 
‘and alien influences, The best friends that 
the Negroes have are their southern friends, 
The best friends that the Negroes have tin 
Georgia are their white neighbors and white 
public officials and the citizens ofthe com- 
munity in which they live.” 

As Talmadge discussed his program in a 
hotel suite key supporters drifted in. Moat 
of them were from rural areas. Often they 
would join in the conversation as Talmadge, 
relaxing on a bed in his undershirt, empha- 


When the writer observed there was no 
“Negro problem” in a northern town which 
might contain but one Negro family as com- 
pared with a Georgia community with many, 
one of the group gravely said: 

*‘No, one family isn't a problem, , 
to kill one family.” 

Talmadge, who has been backed by big 
business at various times, including the Lib- 
erty League which regarded him as presi. 
dential timber in 1936, said his current 
campaign waa financed ‘‘moatly by medium. 
sized businesses.’” It was managed by his 
astute and personable son, Herman, for 
whom observers concede a bright political 
future. But he regards his victory as a 
revolt of the people against threatened 
“carpet-bagger” rule.

Reputedly and avowedly not a member of 
the Ku Klux Klan, although intimate with 
some of.its leaders, he dismissed it by stat- 
ing:

Unfortunately, however, in 
the world-wide struggle between 
collectivism and democracy in 
which the exiatence of frea enter- 
prise is threatened, the political 
collectivists have a great advan- 
tage because they know that they 
want to establish complete public

system”? it will be asked. Should a 
man not be permitted to run his 
own business? Of course § he 
should, but it is not what a man 
does with his own business that 
creates the problem in economics 
and government for the modern 
world: it is what the hired busi- 
ness experts we call management 
do with the businesses the satock- 
holder-owners of which no longer 
exercise the active prerogatives of 
ownership, 

It must be acknowledged that 
Washington during the past 
decade has given many examples 
of the adoption of the “factory 
system” by the Government, but 
a frank examination of what has 
been done will reveal the constant 
imitation by Government manage- 
ment of the techniques of private 
management. 

When Nelson Rockefeller be- 
came co-ordinator of the Office 
of Inter-American Affairs by ap- 
pointment of President Roosevelt, 
he created a Delaware corporation 
to spend the millions which were 
allocated to him by the President 
to promote health and sanitation 
in Latin America. By the end of 
1944, federal managers, following 
the example of private manage 
ment, had established some 50 or 
60 subsidiary Delaware corpora- 
tions to exercise functions of the 
Federal Government which were 
thought to be necessary, and none 
of these corporations, like their 
| prototypes in business, was direct- 
‘ed by the people whose money was 
‘spent or those whose lives were 
l affected, 


The Plain Truth. 


The plain truth is that moat of 
the bright young lawyers who 
were the architects of the New 
Deal learned their technique in 
the offices of the distinguished 
corporation lawyers of New York 
just as one of the principal ad- 
visors of Henry Wallace, in setting 
up the AAA, was the managerial 
expert of the Prudential Life In- 
surance Co., who handled the farm 
renal estate of that company. 

The only real difference between 
public management and private 
management is that public man- 
agement operates in the whole 
economy while private manage- 
ment operates in different seg- 
ments of the economy though it 
affects the whole, Perhaps this is 
the reason why so many business 
executives do not seem to compre- 
hend the dissimilarity between an 
economy carried on primarily by 
organizations and an economy 
carried on by individuals. They 
think of themselves as owners 
though thev are not owners, but 
employes. Confusion is increased 
when the owner-manager of a 
amall business thinks of himaelf 
as though he were also a modern 
collectivist economic State.

The chief trouble In the modern 
world has been the failure of peo- 
ple to perceive the fundamental 
fact that we cannot have free gov- 
ernment if we do not have a free 
economy and that, in our time, the 
people did not lose the power 
actually to direct their own gov- 
ernment until after they had lost 
the power to direct their own 
economy. The drift toward big 
government did not begin until 
business had outgrown the juris 
diction of little and local govern- 
ment, 


There never waa & tinGe In the 
history of this country when it 
was not recognized that the peo- 
ple'’s government should have the 
power “to regulate commerce.” It 
was written into the Constitution 
itself at the very beginning and 
Congress began to exercise the 
power the minute it was organized, 
Although those who were to be 
regulated usually resisted, the de 
sirnbility of regulation was never 
seriously challenged. 


On the other hand, Congress 
wan always slow to extend national 
controls over individuals while 
business was carried on by indi- 
viduals. When, however, with the 
development of modern science 
and technology local geographical 
boundaries were erased and com- 
merce began to pass from the con- 
tro] of individuals to the control 
of organizations managed by ex- 
\perts rather than by the stock- 
holders, then began the develop- 
ment of national commercial regu- 
lation in a big way. 


Influence of Economics. 


When modern Industrial organt- 
zation became so great that it 
spanned the nation, when manage- 
ment, from central offices, began 
to direct the labor of thousands 
of workers and the dollars of 
thousands of stockholders, Con- 
grean began to set up the boards 
and commissions, the rules and 
regulations which are the cause 
of so much ceritieiam. It 
must not be overlooked, however, 
that these Government agencies 
were created by every administra- 
tion for a half century past with- 
out regard to whether or not the 
administration was called “pro- 
gressive” or “reactionary.” Liberal- 
ism and conservatism have noth- 
ing to do with the problem. The 
political atructure is the outgrowth 
of the economic structure and one 
cannot be separated from the 
other. 


Capitalism cannot successfully 
defend itself if it insists that the 
modern collectivist economic unit 
shall be governed from above by 
management according to its own 
unsupervised will. Capitalism must 
begin at the biginning and take 
whatever stepa may be necessary 
to make the modern economic or- 
ganization responsive to the peo- 
ple. It must be prepared to accept 
economic democracy, that is to 
say, it must be prepared to make 
private management, as well as 
public management, subject to the 
public interest. 

This should not be regarded as 
an attack on management. It is 
not. The modern world requires 
management. It requires private 
management and it requires public 
management. The necessary ob- 
jective of public policy is only te 
prevent excesses whether com- 
mitted by private or public man- 
agers. Conserve the good, but 
eliminate the abuses. 


Right of Appeal. 


Government bureaus, for ezx- 
ample, should no longer be per- 
mitted to miake and interpret eco- 
nomic law. Private management 
likewise should not be permitted 
to do the same thing. If Gov- 
ernment regulatory bodies are to 
have set over them, as they should, 
an impartial tribunal to which the 
citizen and the citizens’ organiza- 
tions may appeal from adminis- 
trative rules, regulations, and de- 
cisions, then surely there must 
also be a tribunal to which the 
citizen and his organizations may 
appeal from the administrative 
rules, regulations and decisions 
of private management, 

It is not sufficient, however, 
merely to set up a corrective pro- 
cedure to be invoked after the 
commission of an act against the 
public interest. The times cry out 
rather for preventive procedure 
which will safeguard the publie 
in advance from the restrictive 
and coercive practices which all 
experience teaches us have accom- 


learned if we are to resist the 


world-wide drift toward totalitar- 
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panied the development of the 
collectivist economic unit.

Parallel for Labor Peace 


The return to work of 4000 International Shoe 
Co, employes leaves St. Louis still facing five 
strikes: 7 

Monsanto is on strike. 

The B-L Electric Co. is on strike. 

The Mines Equipment Co. is on strike. 

Prince-Gardner Pocketbook Mfg. Co. is on 
strike. 

Fulton Bag is on strike. \ 

This is industrial war. Has it occurred 
gratuitously because this city has refused to 
search for industrial peace? 

We seem to have forgotten how, in wartime, 
management and labor sought unity together 
under public guidance, and so prevented dis- 
agreements from bursting into violence, The 
fruitful lesson of the War Labor Board should 
be recalled, for it points to a device that can be 
extremely serviceable today, That is the Toledo 
plan for local conciliation, 

The WLB and Toledo plans are not, of course, 
exact parallels. The first represents compul- 
sory arbitration, enforced by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and supported by a no-strike pledge. 
The second means voluntary conciliation, spon- 
sored by the community, with companies and 
unions under no legal compulsion to go along. 
But despite these differences, many of the prin- 
clples of operation are the same, 

Both methods are applied when industrial 
trouble first appears, and not after it explodes. 
Both offer trustworthy representation to labor 
and management in settling their disputes. Both 
add public representation, not simply to mediate 
differences, but to impress upon each party that 
its final responsibility is larger than its selfish 
interest. ‘ 

By such means, local WLB panels solved more 
than half their disputes by unanimous agree- 
ment, and the remainder were decided in favor 
of one side or the other about equally, The 
record speaks of impartiality. It also shows how 
narrow the gulf between labor and management 
can be—if only there is a constructive attempt 
to bridge it. 

Often, panel members held themselves ac- 
countable, not to their union or bysiness, but 
to the public interest. And frequently although 
two sides met in hostility, they concluded their 
work in mutual confidence, This personal re- 
action is not a result of conciliation; it is con- 
ciliation. Good will is the foundation of indus- 
trial peace. 

So the record of WLB supports the Toledo 
plan, whose record has proved successful by 
itself. With a Labor-Management-Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, supported by the city, Toledo has turned 
a past of industrial strife into a present of peace. 
It has settled labor-management disputes, and 
jurisdictional disputes, and settled them quickly. 
It has succeeded on the level of local intimacy, 
without waiting helplessly for strikes and then 
calling for Federal conciliation. 

Toledo has relative economic peace because 
its civic leaders and city officials not only recog- 
nized the cost of economic war, but learned from 
recent history that strikes could be prevented. 
The lesson urgently awaits attention in St. Louis. 
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Art Rides the Escalator 


In the air-conditioned hush of an executive 
office at Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney about 
two months ago, it was announced that 
the store had commissioned 10 famous artists 
to paint “the. Missouri scene.” The first of 
the famous 10, Fletcher Martin, was on hand 
for the announcement, and immediately set 
to work sketching the waterfront, down by Eads 
Bridge. He found it “most inspiring.” Martin 
was on his way back East a few days later. 

Soon another artist, Howard Baer, came out 
from New York, spent a week sketching in the 
Ozarks, and departed with a full notebook. The 
people in the Ozarks were very interesting, he 
said, although adding that “most of the natives 
look alike.”’ Tourists commonly say such things, 
of course, and it should have been an offense to 
no one. 

As it happens, however, Mr. Baer was over- 
heard by some bona fide residents of Missour! 
who also were .able to paint a recognizable cow 
beside an authentic barbed-wire fence and who 
had resented the intrusion of “outside artists” 
from the outset. There was a good deal of talk, 
and the implication was pretty strong that Baer 
probably carried his oils and his brushes in a 
carpetbag, 

St. Louis artists got no fair shot at the third 
of the famous 10, Aaron Bohrod, who spent all 
his time in Kansas City, mostly sketching the 
stockyards. You can be sure, however, that 
the fighting banners of regionalism in art 
were not lowered in the interim. 

The native Missouri artists—who didn't, inci- 
dentally, look alike—were still wondering what 
to do about the Vandervoort invasion when the 
Famous-Barr department store apparently de- 
cided that the marriage of art and commerce 
was as good east of Seventh street as it was 
west of Ninth street. With considerable flourish, 
eight model rooms were opened on the tenth 
floor at Famous-Barr, each room built around a 
work of art—and a work created, mind you, 
strictly by a Missouri artist. 

Which is where matters stand today. Famous- 
Barr has got its money on the home team, Van- 
dervoort’s is three down and seven artists to 
come and go. 
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Balkan Strategy 

Constantin Tsaldaris, Premier of Greece, 
mentioned the name of Russian Foreign Min- 
ister V, M. Molotov in a debate at the Paris 
Peace Conference and Molotov walked out of 
the room. In personal pique? Not at all. 

Tsaldaris was opposing Albanian participa- 
tion in the conference. This is a new chapter 
in a very old story of power politics in the 
Balkans, Far from being difficult to under- 
stand, it is disastrously simple. 

Albania, remnant of the Turkish Empire, 
was born as a state as recently as the Balkan 
War, but she has continued as the useful 
creature of the great powers. She began as 
the spawn of Imperial Germany. Later, Italy 
made Albania her base for attack on Greece 
in 1940, 

The argument that Albania made “an im- 
portant contribution” to the Allies in World 
War II is the thinnest of pretenses, Albania, 
by her geographie position, still is a possible 

} . 
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base threatening Greece. Greece has—for bet- 
ter or for worse—fallen within the British 
power orbit. That, precisely, is why Soviet 
Russia seeks to strengthen Albania, 

You can be very sure that Russia will fight 
to the last ditch against Greek claims to south- 
ern Albania—claims recognized after World 
War I on ethnic grounds, but later negated by 
Italy. Britain is likely to back Greek claims. 

In any event the debate in Paris is, at bot- 
tom, a debate over bases which might be use- 
ful in a future war. And it is essentially a 
debate between Britain and Russia, whatever 
the nationality of the spokesmen at the mo- 
ment. Small nations will find cold comfort in 
concepts of abstract justice so long as the 
naked power struggle between the_ great 
nations continues. 
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Anti-Climax in the Arms Probe 

After lifting the corner of the lid on war 
contracts profiteering, making, meanwhile, 
sonorous and threatening sounds, the Senate 
War Contracts Investigating Committee has 
folded its tents like the Bedouins and quietly 
stolen away from Washington. What was sol- 
emnly promised as a rock-bottom probe has 
dwindled down to a commission for the De- 
partment of Justice to take over the task. 


As a prober in matters where large business. 


interests are concerned, Attorney General Tom 
C. Clark has shown himself less of a crusader 
than that reluctant dragon of the _ early 
Roosevelt days, Homer Cummings. The public 
therefore is not satisfied—cannot be satisfied 
—with such a casual disposition of a matter 
which has so disturbed public confidence in the 
business connections of Congressmen. 

One has a strong presentiment that the 
Mead Committee and the backstage figures 
of the Administration have reached a tacit un- 
derstanding to let the arms probe die as quick 
a death as public memory will permit, One has 
the further premonition that if this is per- 
mitted to happen, it will be with the tacit 
consent of the Republican opposition. For the 
irregularities unquestionably cut across party 
lines, 

Nevertheless, a Democratic Administration is 
in the White House and must bear the responsi- 
bility if the war profiteering probe fizzles out. 
The public is angry that needless millions have 
been wasted; that disreputable _ racketeers, 
some with criminal records on file in the De- 
partment of Justice, became leading figures in 
arms combines; that these racketeers were 
able to command the compliant services of 
members of Congress; that high military of- 
ficers accepted rich favors from these prof- 
iteers; and that faulty ammunition made under 
the supervision of these officers reduced the 
efficiency of the Army and even killed many 
American soldiers by premature explosion. 

Common justice demands that culpability 
or criminality be established against those who 
are responsible, and that appropriate penalties 
be enforced, If the Mead Committee has lost 
interest and hastened home to electioneer, and 
if the Department of Justice shows a lack of 
prosecuting spirit, the matter devolves upon 
President Truman. 

As the very effective head of the Senate 
War Contracts Committee himself, prior to his 
election as vice-president, Mr. Truman should 
be the last to tolerate a cover-up. 
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What, No Pretzels? 


When someone handed Fiorello LaGuardia 
a glass of beer, just after his plane landed at 
the Prague airport yesterday, the Director 
General of the UNRRA ordered a re-survey of 
Czechoslovakia’s grain needs. If Bohemians 
can afford to make beer, reasoned the Little 
Flower, maybe we're sending them too much 
grain. 

It is good to see that the former New York 
Mayor is forthright and frugal with public 
funds. But we'll lay two to one he drank the 
beer. 
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The Imps of Collectivism 


“Totalitarianism in government is the 
outgrowth of economic totalitarianism; 
. political collectivism and economic 
collectivism are blood brothers.’” 


Those who complain of government mef- 
dling in business should read Senator O'Ma- 
honey's treatment of thia theme on a pre- 
ceding page. The assumption that™govern- 
ment can become weaker while economic 
power becomes more closely concentrated is 
unreal. 

Large industries price at levels which cause 
periodical economic stagnation because _ too 
much income goes to passive savings and too 
little to active consumers. So the Govern- 
ment necessarily redistributes income . by 
progressive taxes—and is condemned for de- 
stroying business incentives. The Government 
has to provide deficit spending and social in- 
surance to mitigate and counteract business- 
caused depression—and is denounced for that. 

Large corporations are incompletely respon- 
sible private governments with notable resem- 
blances to the Soviet state. Let alone,’ their 
advantage is sometimes to treat the laborer 
as raw material and the consumer as a ready 
goose. So we have the ICC, FTC, FPC, FCC, 
Anti-trust Division, NLRB and other “nul- 
sances” to make them behave. 

Corporate bigness evoked a protective na- 
tional unionism, Business had so damaging 
an advantage over farmers that the Govern- 
ment—beginning, by the way, under Herbert 
Hoover, the _ anti-statist—had to move in 
there too, and a pretty mess it is. So now 
we have Big Business, Big Labor, Big Agri- 
culture and, alas, Big Government. 

What's to be done? The TNEC, an execu- 
tive-congressional inquiry under Senator O’Ma- 
honey’s chairmanship, developed an array of 
promising measures, some of which are ripe 
for establishment. To the new executive Eco- 
nomic Council and its companion congression- 
al committee we respectfully refer this central 
problem for further exploration and correc- 
tive action, It is important. As the postwar 
boom recedes, it will be urgent. 
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One of the boys who crashed the President's 
poker game the other day for an autograph 
wore no shirt—a wise precaution for any novice 
breaking into a poker session.

Man With a Cause 


LINCOLN'S INCENTIVE SYSTEM, by 

Lincoln. (McGraw-Hill, New York.) 

Welding Equipment Manufacturer Lin- 
coln has a consuming idea and missionary 
zeal. He also has a well-nurtured griev- 
ance with the ways of government. 

Lincoln believes, and has created a con- 
siderable part of a proof, that a sufficient 
production incentive to wage earners will 
at once achieve labor peace under capital- 
ism and make the nation’s best previous 
production record look pliddiing. His 
method rests on piecework and bonuses, 

Plecework is widely opposed, often with 
good reason, as a way to speed up and 
rob workers, Lineoln attacks that evil 
head-on by making hig piece rates good 
forever, He wi.l not reduce a rate when 
a clever workman finds ways to turn out 
more work, The rate can be changed only 
when the plece is redesigned—and the 
management must never break faith by 
trivial redesigning as a pretext. 

Others have asked how he can afford 
such a policy. He makes the sensible 
answer that one can easily afford the 
direct wages to get higher production and 
a thinner spread of the fixed overhead 
expenses. His operating figures sustain 
him. The average Lincoln worker earned 
about $2000 in 1929, $3800 in 1940 and $5800 
in 1944, Prices of Lincoln products were 
reduced with comparable sharpness, and 
the company prospered. 

* ° . 


It is easy to believe that our nation 
would truly gain unparalleled abundance 
if enough of industry were operated with 
the same spirit and skill. In this direc- 
tion, if not necessarily on Lincoln's pre- 
cise lines, lies our great industrial hope. 
Indeed, state-owned Russian industry, the 
very polar opposite of Lincoln's individual- 
ism, pursues the incentive principle. 

To be sure, Lincoln is hostile to national 
unions for trying to level the rewards of 
all workers instead of joining with man- 
agement to boost everyone's reward by 
productivity. However, managerial back- 
wardness is the controlling cause of these 
protective tactics, When managements 
are persuaded to reform, surely the unions 
could be persuaded, At least, men like 
Kaiser and Johnston are trying it. 

Lincoln's grievance is with a war Gov- 
ernment which had no equitable means to 
deal” with a corporation operated on his 
principles. The high bonuses paid his 
workers got him in trouble. At one point 
he was in the middle between conflicting 
orders from two agencies. Perhaps it is 
this vexation which leads him to a bitter- 
end position against governmental powers, 
In particular, he despises progressive taxa- 
tion as a destroyer of managerial incen- 
tive and social security ag a destroyer of 
labor incentive. 
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Lincoln forgets that taxes must be 
graduated to redistribute income because 
few employers are yet so eager as he to 
pay highest wages and charge lowest 
prices, He forgets that few workers enjoy 
the exceptional chance of Lincoln employes 
to save for old age and adversity, and 
that part of the labor supply is unable to 
work in incentive industry. 

He could, however, make an excellent 
case that taxation should somehow studied- 
ly favor employers who make the fullest 
use of their productive mission.

An Ancient Legacy 


THE DISCOVERY OF INDIA, by Jewehariel N 
(The John D'y Co., New York.) ’ aes 


One of the crowning ironies of a chaotie 
age is that this pure-minded rebel-patriot, 
familiar of western enlightenment and 
ancient Indian culture, has spent more 
time in prisons than many of the world’s 
gross malefactors. 

Born a Brahmin, Nehru was educafed 
at England's Harrow and Cambridge. In- 
tellectual and philosopher, he is also the 
man of action who has sacrificed comfort, 
leisure, and personal peace in the cause of 
India's independence. Only now, in the 
1946 of atomic wonders and woes, can he 
see fulfilment of the patriotic program 
he has served for over 25 years. 
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Others of Nehru's books came to Iife 
behind bars. This one was written during 
his ninth term of imprisonment. With 
Nehru in Ahmadnagar Fort Prison Camp 
from Auguaet, 1942 to March, 1945 were 
11 companions, colleagues, and co-prison- 
ers, Who represented not only politics but 
Indian scholarship and many aspects of 
modern India, Continual conversation 
with these illuminati, Nehru says, helped 
clear his mind about great segments of 
Indian history and culture. Out of this 
mingled erudition came “The Discovery of 
India"--a personal discovery, for Nehru 
himself has participated in very significant 
portions of India's ages-long history. 

“The whole earth,” as Nehru says, “is 
the sepulcher of famous men.” He begins 
his survey of India in the sepulcher of 
her pre-history, Mohenjodaro in Sind and 
Harappa in the western Punjab. Here 
was not an incipient civilization, but one 
already age-old, with many millennia of 
human endeavors behind it. From this 
mere one of possibly many as yet undis- 
covered cradles have sprung the culture, 
conscience, philosophy, and ideals of India. 

* . * 


These Nehru traces in the central bulk 
of his close-printed book. Hinduism, the 
Vedas, the caste system, the Upanishads: 
the Great Epics and Buddhism: the Old 
Indian Theater, Old Indian Art, mathe 
matics in ancient India (India invented 
the zero: “like coining the Nirvana into 
dynamos”"); the plunder of Bengal and 
the decay of Indian agriculture: India’s 
career as an economic and political ap- 
pendage of Great Britain—these are a few 
of the many clearly considered elements in 
Nehru's long view, 

His look ahead at Indian-English rela- 
tionships has been happily amended by 
recent events (the book was finished in 
September, 1944; Nehru, in December. 
1945, “resisted the temptation” to add and 
revise). So it can be hoped that Nehru, 
at 67, has a decade or two left in which 
to assist his country.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. 


LOSER relationship with Canada as a logical step toward tight- 
ening up defenses of the North American continent is becoming 
a much discussed aspect of United States policy. 


It stems from 
by development of the atom bomb, 


the robot plane and the rocket, that the two countries have a mutual 
stake in the defense of the land mass on which they happen to be 


situated, 

There is very little tangible 
about it, unless it be the activities 
of the countries’ Permanent Joint 
Board on Defense. The board, 


however, meets irregularly and in 

executive session and its recom- 

mendations usually are not made 
public. 

The State Department specifi- 
cally denies that anything in the 
nature of a formal alliance is con- 
templated. A spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch that “Canadian and 
United States policies are so simi- 
lar that this isn’t necessary. We 
are in the same boat. The ques- 
tion is, ‘What do we do to be 
eafe?’” ‘ 

The follow-up question, “Safe 
from whom?” isn't one that can 
be answered easily on the record, 
but the signs, of course, indicate 
Russia. That is one reason why 
the State Department likes to 
avold the whole subject. Mos- 
cow can be counted on to react 
quickly when certain phases of 
it are mentioned. This happened 
notably as an aftermath of Op- 
eration Musk Ox, the Canadian 
Arctic maneuvers to which United 
States military observers were 
assigned. The Russians pointed 
‘out the operations were con- 
ducted in a region opposite the 
Russian northern boundaries. 

Army Maneuvers in Arctic, 

Nevertheless, the Army is plan- 
ning winter maneuvers in Alaska, 
Colorado and Wisconsin, with em- 
phasis on defense against a pos- 
sible attack from across the polar 
ice cap. Equipment to be tested 
will include airborne artillery, 
clothing, planes, electronic equip- 
ment and a new vehicle for tra- 
versing snow. 

United States Navy and Coast 
Guard ships, with Canadian ob- 
servers on board, are plying the 
Arctic Ocean to learn more about 
navigation and weather condl- 
tions. The ships recently reached 
the Greenland harbor of Thule, 
only 950 miles from the pole, 
and will work farther north be- 
fore returning to Boston in Oc- 
tober. 

A few weeks ago Gen. Henry 
H. Arnold, retired commander of 
the Army Air Forces, said that 
if there is another war polar de- 
fense will be the No, 1 problem. 

“War-making nations are all 
north of 30 degrees north lati- 
tude.” Arnold said. “Study the 
globe and you will see that the 
most direct routes are not across 
the Atlantic or Pacific, but 
through the Arctic. The United 
States is the most vulnerable of 
the nations if modern weapons 
are employed on this route.” 

Geography of Area. 

A good many persons have for- 
gotten that early in the war the 
Japanese obtained a foothold at 
Kiska, an island along the chain 
that extends out from the Alaska 
peninsula and across the Bering 
Sea from Siberia. Alaska itself is 
only a few miles across Bering 
Strait from Siberia. From the 
atrait the crescent formed by the 
coast of Soviet Russia runs along 
inside the Arctic Circle for 160 
degrees. It is like a shallow horse- 
shoe fallen just short of a “ringer” 
on the North Pole. 

Acroas the pole lies roughly an- 
other crescent with Canada form- 
ing the central part and Alaska 
and Iceland and Greenland the 
tires. There are numerous large 
islands off the north coast of 
Canada and inland, at the Arctic 
Cire], is Great Bear Lake, site 
of the uranium mines that fur- 
nished the basic material for the 
atomic bomb. 

These are the geographical rea- 
sons why Canada anc the United 
States only recently have come to 
realize the Achilles heel of North 
America is in the polar regions. 
It is recalled that “impenetrable” 
jungles failed to stop a determined 
foe in the last war. In the nick 
of time we learned about tropical 
and amphibious warfare; we are 
learing now about sub-zero war- 


fare, a subject with which the 
Russians are far more familiar 
than we, 

Amphibious Landing Possible. 

Military men do not dismiss 
the possibility of amphibious 
landings on these Canadian 
islands, where secret bases could 
be set up by an invader, Also, 
it may be possible for Canada 
to set up bases, or at least 
weather stations, on some of these 
remote outposts. If there is dan- 
ger of attack, however, it is 
thought more likely that it would 
come in the form of long-distance 
bombing or rocket assault, 

Whose job it is to defend the 
continent and whose money 
should be spent are questions 
that can be argued. Canada is 
the buffer state, standing between 
trans-polar aggressors and Amer- 
loan industry. It has an area 
larger than the United States but 
a population of only 12 millions, 
about one-eleventh that of the 
continental United States. The 
answer probably is complete in- 
tegration, of manufacturing meth- 
ods as well as weapons and equip- 
ment. Any attack on the area 
would inevitably involve both 
countries. 

This factor gives added signifi- 
cance to the recent so-called Ca- 
nadian spy trials. The royal com- 
missioners who heard 116 wit- 
nesses learned that widespread 
espionage activities were carried 
on through the Russian Embassy 
at Ottawa, and that the Russians 
had obtained samples of U-235, a 
basic ingredient of the atom 
bomb. They warned of the ex- 
istence of a “fifth column” in 
Canada. 

It would seem illogical to sup- 
pose that the Russian agents, al- 
though operating in Canada, were 
not keenly interested in their 
southern neighbor, even though 
our State Department maintains 
the situation was a local Ca- 
nadian one. 

Difficulties of Co-operation, 

There are difficulties in the way 
of complete co-operation, but they 
do not appear insurmountable. In 
the urgency of war, the over-all 
plan that each country should 
concentrate on that which it was 
best able to do worked exceeding- 
ly well, Now in the competitive 
peace time period, many such in- 
formal co-operative agreements 
will not stand up. 

The Canadian public, of which 
large segments feel a sentimental 
attachment to England, would be 
expected to think that strengthen- 
ing ties with the United States 
would weaken or tend to weaken 
ties with England and the Em- 
pire, Extremists argue that any 
close alliance would in effect put 
Canada in the inferior position 
of a satellite. 

In a recent revealing article in 
the Saturday Evening Post, Leslie 
Roberts, a Canadian newsapaper- 
man, said his conversations with 
many Canadians indicated their 
thinking was along the line of 
hard realities and that soldiers 
with combat experience thought 
the next war would be fought in 
North America. 

Roberts said that the more than 
three million French ~- Canadiana, 
bitterly opposed in the last two 
wars to sending combat troops 
abroad would not oppose an alli- 
ance to defend their homes. 

He pointed out that, as an ar- 
gument for standardization, many 
major Canadian manufacturing 
concerne actually are subsidiaries 
of American companies but with 
the advent of war dropped their 
American manufacturing methods 
and reverted to those used by the 
British. 

Whether a formal defense agree- 
ment is in prospect, and there 
have been unofficial reports that 
the United States has proposed 
such a non-political plan, the like- 
lihood is that the experience of 
the two countries in the last war 
will bind them closer than in the 


past,

Without a wise use of the eco- 
nomic resources of the United 
States, huge areas of the world, in 
the Middle and Far East as well 
as in Europe, will be left with no 
antidote against the creeping pol- 
sons of hunger, poverty and de- 
spair, 

Even here in Britain, it is wide- 
ly and rather nervously agreed 
that the British Socialist experi- 
ment will be endangered without 
continued prosperity in our still 
capitalist country, 

There ian something a_ trifle 
ironic about this aspect of the 
situation, The editorial writers 
for PM refer to “imperialist Brit 
ain” much as though nothing had 
changed here since the days of 
the Boer War. Meanwhile the 
younger Labor party M.P.s and 
planners talk even more suspi- 
ciously of the “reactionary United 
States.” They fear that the Amer- 
ican boom will be followed by a 
bust, They fear the bust will 
usher In another world depression. 
And they fear that British social- 
ism, vulnerable through its de- 
pendence on exports, will be en- 
gulfed therein. 

Morrison Shares Fears, 

The same fears are shared, 
moreover, by the most responsible 
British leaders, Herbert Morrison, 
who guides and co-ordinates the 
effort of all agencies engaged in 
developing the socialist economy, 
very distinctly shares them. Meas- 
ures to cushion Britain against 
the shock of an American deprea- 
sion are high on the list of pri- 
orities which he has given his 
little group of brilliant planners, 

These young men labdér quietly 
for him in the Whitehall cabinet 
offices at the atirring task of 
laying out their country's future. 
None of them anticipates an 
American depression tomorrow, 
but all of them agree that 
another collapse of .the uncon- 
trolled but dominant economy of 
the United States is the only real 
threat. to the success of their job, 
except a grave turn for the worse 
in the troubled field of interna- 
tional relations. 

The measures being prepared in 
response to Morrison's request 
are extraordinarily revealing. 
They disclose that the late May- 
nard Keynes had a larger re- 
sponsibility for tracing the foun- 
dations of the new Britain than 
the late Karl Marx. In fact, the 
party is not so much a socialist 
economy, in the full Marxian 
sense, as a planned economy in 
the Keynesian sense. 

Specifically, the measures be- 
ing considered to guard Britain 
against world depression are ap- 
proximately as follows: 

The volume of social insurance 
payments (greatly increased by 
the Labor Government’s welfare 
and social security measures) will 
be raised in good times and re- 
duced in bad. 

Income taxes will probably be 
treated in the same manner. 

Domestic investment of private 
capital will be facilitated and 
large public works will be under- 
taken during depressions,

Boldness In Staggering. 

The boldness of the conception 
is a little staggering in truth. In- 
come taxes and insurance pay- 
ments which will rise when peo- 
ple are making money and fall 
when the national] income falls, 
will undoubtedly maintain a more 
even level of buying power, But 
one would have supposed that the 
powers of Pharaoh himself would 
be needed to enforce such a ver- 
sion of Joseph's acheme for deal- 
ing with the seven lean and seven 
fat . ears, 

The planners consider that the 
new state power over the nation- 
al income is only second in im- 
portence to the new socialiat 
measures of security and welfare. 
For planning purposes,’ they 
frankly put the measures to na- 
tionalize basic industries in third 
place. In some industries, like 
coal, nationalization is economi- 
cally desirable as the only way 
out of a bad situation, In others, 
it is politically desirable, since 
nationalization will give socialism 
a permanent political base. But 
there is not much appetite for 
further nationalization, 


—_— 

This at any rate is the position 
of the more cautious and practi- 
cal-minded British leaders, among 
whom Attlee, Morrison, Bevin and 
most of the trades unionists can 
be classed, (Indeed there was a 
division in the cabinet, accord- 
ing to report, as to whether they 
were not already going too far 
by nationalizing steel.) 

When the machinery now blue- 
printed has been set up, these 
more cautious leaders would be 
content with operating it. If it 
worked well, they would invest 
part of the national surplus in 
higher individual incomes. An- 
other part would go into a re- 
markable new type of overseas 
investment, consisting of projects 
like the T.V.A, all over the Middle 
and Far East.

ties are reported as heavy, 
“Those rapid-fire American rifles 
are terrific,” said a Communiat to 
me recently. “I fear we may have 
lost already 50,000 men.” 


Government spokesmen claim 
the drive is necessary “to free 
Nanking and Shanghai fron. Com- 
muniat threat.” Few foreigners 
here and few Chinese I have met 
take much stock fi: this argument. 
It is well known that the Com- 
munists could have taken both 
Shanghai and Nanking last sum- 
mer with little trouble, when the 
Japanese fell, They debated it in 
high circles and refrained, lest 
they get into trouble with Amer- 
ica, 

What is it all about? Is it be- 
tween a Central Government and 
rebellious Communists trying to 
“break away”? That's an over- 
simple picture. China has never 
had a central government in any 
modern sense, Everybody, includ- 
ing the Communists, wants one. 
But they want it on different 
terms. 


About one-third of the Chinese 
people are in areas called “Com- 
munist” by outsiders. The people 
in them call them “the Liberated 
Arenas,” meaning areas which by 
their own struggle freed them- 
selves from Japan, They include 
140,000,000 persons, and = reach 
from the seacoast to the Mongolian 
deserta. 


Most of these areas were never 
under Chiang, not evgn before the 
war. They are willing to be under 
him now. But they want to be 
“under him” in the way American 
sovereign estates are under the 
President and not in the way con- 
quered Pacific Islands are under 
AMG. They don’t want Chiang ap- 
pointing thelr mayors, local police, 
magistrates, and sending his ar- 
mies to take thelr crops. 


Thinks He Can Do It. 


Chiang won't have them on 
these conditions. He Intends to 
send armies in and take complete 
control, He thinks he can do it 
now—though he could.'’t before in 
20 years—with his new American- 
trained-and-equipped war machine. 

This brings us to the way power 
becomes power in China. What 
is this so-called “Central Gov- 
ernment”? 

None of its membeis were ever 
elected to anything by anybody. 
They are a amall grour of top- 
notch members of a party called 
the Kuomintang. Each got power 
by owning an army, a secret 
police or an American loan, They 
pooled their ~ower to form a gov 
ernment, They fight each other 
for money and power but com- 
bine against outsiders, 

The saname bunch also own 8&0 
per cent of all business and in- 
dustry in China, They got it by 
using Government power to bank- 
rupt competitors. 


Generalissimo Chiang got power 
at firat in much the same way: 
by an army, the help of the 
"Shanghai gangs,” an aliiance 
with the powerful Soong family,

The people in the “Communist 
Third” of China—roughly China 
north of the Yellow river—look 
at the terror and disorder in the 
Government-ruled areas and say:

They have a cool, lean govern- 
ment reported by all observers as 
much more honest and democratic 
than the Kuomintang. They don't 
want to import Kuomintang of- 
ficialdom. But they are quite 
willing to unite with the rest of 
China under representative federal 
government, 

Last January hopes rode high 
for such a union. The Political 
Consultative Council — a body of 
38 ae from many parties 
under Chiang as chairman—drew 
up sound plans for a national as- 
sembly and the demobilizing of 
armies. Their decisions were 
promptly nullified by the Kuomin- 
tang Central Executive Committee 
on Chiang’s initiative—after which 
things went from bad to worse. 

There are two ways tn which 
China might be unified: by demo- 
cratic consent or by milliary sup- 
pression. For 20 years progres- 
sives all over China have urged 
the first method. Chiang takes 
naturally to the military way. 

What lies ahead then? Some 
of China's generals talk of clean- ° 


ing up the Communists tn a mat- 
iter of weeks, The Communists,

Just now the Communists are 
suffering severely in North Kiang- 
su. Chiang has great superiority 
in weapons, while the Communists 
possess neither planes, ships nor 
large guns. No responsible per- 
son here has ever charged that 
they got any direct help from the 
Soviet Union, They did, however, 
get some modern small arms by 
disarming Japanese in Manchuria 
in the final collapse. The Rus- 
sians didn't interfere. 


Chiang’s Strategy. 


Chiang’s strategy is obvious, Tt 
is to clean the Communists dis 
trict by distr'ct, concentrating 
overwhelming force in one place 
after the other Correspondents 
here tell me that this was origin- 
ally “Wedemeyer’s strategy,” and 
that the American general op- 
posed the “premature dissipation 
of forces” when Chiang went into 
Manchuria, 

The Communists have only one 
possible answering strategy, if 
they are too hard-pressed. It is 
to tear up railways and highways 
all over North China and attack 
Chiang in a hundred asacattered 
places, in the guerrilla manner. 

“We shall hate to do this,” said 
one of them to me. “We shall be 
called barbarians if we do it. But 
the railways and highways are 
used only for one purpose. Not 
for trade, not even for UNRRA. 
They are used for Chiang’s troops 
against our village. If pressed, 
we must destroy communications, 
making it hard for Chiang to get 
through.” 

Meanwhile, time works on the 
side of the Communists. Govern- 
ment-ruled China is bankrupt 
under its present economic rule.

Like the whole Pick-Sloan un- 
dertaking, the Souris diversion is 
controversial in character and 
big-scale in conception, It would 
turn as much as three-quarters 
of the flow of the Missouri, just 
below Fort Peck Dam in Mon- 
tana, into a canal, pump it over 
a civide ito the basin of the Red 
River of the North, spread it for 
more than 500 miles across the 
rolling prairies of Montana and 
North Dakota, and finally turn a 
fraction of it back into the Mis- 
nvuurl, Rome of this water would 
flow to the border of Canada, 

Cost was estimated in 1940 at 
$137,000,000, a substantial figure 
for public works tn those peace 
days. The bureau won't hazard 
a guess on cost now, but engi- 
neers everywhere have been find 
ing bids for public construction 
far higher than pre-war levels, 
sometimes several times higher. 
Authorized .by the  Pick-Sloan 
Floou Control Act of 1944, the 
Souris acheme ia proceeding 
under an initial appropriation of 
$750,000, The Secretary of the In- 
terior is counted on to allot con- 
siderably more money for it from 
the departmental appropriation 
for the current fiscal year. Con- 
tracts for the main phases are 
not expected until next summer. 


North” Dakota Delighted, 
Arid North Dakota is delighted 


over the prospect of more water. 
Many residents of Montana are 
objecting to the diversion for the 
benefit of another state; especially 
becnuse it involves creation of 
another storage reservoir across 
the plains of northeastern Mon- 
tana, to hold more than a quarter 
an much as the huge Fort Peck 
reservoir can contain. 


In fact, n Montana atatute pro- 
hibits appropriation, impoundment 
or diversion of Montana water 
within this state, for use in other 
atates, without a Montana legiala- 
tive act, Officials at Bureau of 
Reclamation regional headquar- 
ters in Billings are aware of this 
law but assert that it would be 
“easy” to have it changed. How- 
ever, stnies in this dry part of 
the country are all extremely 
jealous of thelr water rights. 

The Souris diversion, named for 
a minor river that flows from 
Saskatchewan into North Dakota 
and back into Manitoba, is the 
brain child of W. G. Sloan of 
Billings, co-author of Pick-Sloan 
and assistant regional director of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, Army 
engineer officers, under the ordera 
to co-ordinate thelr Missouri basin 
work with the bureau’s, are silent 
now, but there are grounds for 
drawing the conclusion that they 
don't think much of the Souris 
plan. : 

Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, the 
other author of the compromise, 
has advocated a lesser diversion 
from the Missourl at the pros- 
pective Garrison Dam, north of 
Bismarck, N. PD, The Pick-Sloan 
compromise omitted this idea for 
Garrison but set up Souris; now 
there in a ticklish question as to 
whether any further congressional 
authority is needed, if water is to 
be drawn off at Garrison,

whose sole purpose would be to 
provide water to start two hydro- 
electric power plants of the project 
in the spring. At the east end of 
the canal the main body of water 
would drop 158 feet in a penatock, 
backing up the little Riviere des 
Lacs behind a low dam for 25 
miles to the Saskatchewan bor- 
der, Just below the international 
boundary this pool would feed 
into an extensive system of main 
irrigation canals, 


Along the east side of thin trrt- 
gation area and inside the Amerl- 
can loop of the Souris would be 
the “collection” canal, about 50 
miles long, which would prevent 
the drainage from the irrigated 
lands from flowing into the Souris 
and thus into Canada, Inatead the 
water would be guided behind a 
diversion dam in the Souris and 
into the 35-mile Devils Lake 
Canal, by way of two small lakes. 


Next atep, as the direction shifts 
southward across North Dakota, 
would be into a 60-mile Sheyenne 
river regulating reservoir. This 
would control the supply’ for 
Devils and Stump lakes; the 
James river, which enters the 
Missour! in South Dakota, and 
the Sheyenne, which goes into the 
Red at the Minnesota line. Devils 
Lake, once a big and attractive 
spot, has evaporated to a salty 
pond, its level falling 40 feet in 
as many years. The water from 
Fort Peck would restore it. 

Towns and cities of eastern 
North Dakota, struggling to re- 
tain a foothold in industry, are 
badly in need of water. The di- 
Sosalan plan would provide this 
for Valley City, Fargo and Grand 
Forks, N.D., and Fargo’s neighbor, 
Moorhead, Minn. 


Land to Be Irrigated. 


Irrigation plans of the Bureau 
of Reclamation call for 286,000 
acres in Montana (not all from 
the Souris project), 1,101,600 acres 
in North Dakota and a 7000-acre 
extension along the James in 
South Dakota. North Dakota now 
has only 20,000 acres irrigated but 
this supports the majority of its 
livestock. A plant in this region 
requires 24 inches of water, but 
the rainfall is less than a _ foot, 
so it is proposed to give about a 
foot and a quarter through irriga- 
tion, 


The bureau tia considering the 
basing of its charges against the 
land benefited on percentages of 
the added yield of crops to re- 
capture construction and opera- 
tion costs. The additional crop 
yield, of course, is calculated in 
big figures, Some Weaterners have 
complained that in Many cases 
elsewhere the land never has been 
able to catch up with the annual 
charges of the bureau, 

There have been some doubts 
expressed in North Dakota as to 
whether Souris would be worth 
the price, to irrigate lands s0 
far North. However, the bureau 
declares there have been favorable 
réports on thia, including a show 
ing. of good crops of widely varied 
character on irrigated areas in 
Alberta, in a much more rigorous 
climate, 

It is proposed to divert 3,300,- 
000 acre-feet of water a year be- 
low Fort Peck—enough to cover 
St. Louls to a depth of 84 feet. 
Average annual flow there was 
4,400,000 acre-feet in 1930-40 but 
7,700,000 acre-feet for 1880-1945, 
Incidentally, the Yellowstone, en- 
tering the Missouri! well below 
Fort Peck, has a greater flow 
than the Missouri itself at that 
point, 

Somewhat less than half the 
water diverted by Souris would go 
for irrigation—the rest would be 
accounted for by evaporation, 
seepage and a return estimated 
by the bureau at 350,000 to 500,- 
000 acre-feet into the Missouri! via

the supply of municipal water 
would not involve any increase of 
diversion, 

Must Be Pumped, 

If water is diverted from Garri- 
son Dam—and the bureau is plan- 
ning to take some there to irri- 
gate an additional 80,000 acres in 
central North Dakota—it must be 
by pumps. To send water into 
the eastern part of the state 
would require a lift of 130 feet 
across the basin divide, The army 
engineers assert that they have 
no computations'on the effect of 
the Souris diversion on availa- 
bility of water for the Garrison 
reservolr. 


North Dakota wants both the 
Souris and Garrison projects, Gov. 
Fred G. Anandahl told the Post- 
Dispatch, He sees no conflict be- 
tween these plans and believes 
there can be some diversion at 
Garrison, Kenneth W. Simona, 
vice chairman of the State Water 
Commission, said: “North Dakota 
officially wants more water as 
quickly as it can get it. The 
Souris project is started, so we 
are counting on it, There in a 
desperate need for water in east- 
ern North Dakota and I’m afraid 
the development won't be on time 
for our next drouth.” 


A representative of state develop- 
ment interests said ai diversion 
from Garrison could be made to 
irrigate 70 per cent as much land 
as the Souris project, at perhaps 
half as great¥a cost, but added: 
“Why should we stop both the 
bureau and the army from spend- 
ing their money in North Dakota,” 

The Kanaas City Star, a lead. 
ing foe of the Missouri Valley 
Authority idea, which would sup- 
plant Pick-Sloan, has opposed the 
Souris plan editorially, objecting 
to the diversion of water from 
the Missouri basin, particularly 
because of its fear of the effecta 
on navigation in the lower Mis- 
souri, 


A new and related controversy 
was brought to light at the June 
meeting of the Missouri Basin 
Inter-Agency Committee at Bis- 
marck, Sheyenne Dam ia con- 
sidered by the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion a key part of its Souris 
scheme, Last year the army, 
through the St. Paul district, 
which does not deal with the 
Missour! basin, obtained authoriza- 
tion for Bald Hill Dam, 70 miles 
downstream on the Sheyenne, 
which would control a_ greater 
flow of water than Sheyenne 
Dam. The army holds that Bald 
Hill could operate successfully by 
itself, whereas Sheyenne would be 
useful only aa part of the full 
Souris undertaking, 

Sharp Words Exchanged, 

Some sharp words were inter- 
changed at the committee session 
along the line of failure ‘of the 
army and the bureau, which are 
the principal agencies in the com- 
mittee, to consult each ccher fully 
about the two plans. The lack 
of co-ordination was #0 marked 
that, on motion of Gov. Sam C, 
Ford of Montana, th. committee 
directed the two agencies to com- 
plete studies of them and report 
to the committee as soon as pos- 
sible.

N RULES MAY 
BE EASED IF GRUPS 
HIT EAPEGIATION 


Record Level Forecast— 


Final Decision Will 
Rest in Part on World

WASHINGTON, Aug, 10 (AP) — 
The Department of Agriculture 
said today there was a possibility 
that restrictions on use of grains 


for food, livestock feed and indus- 
trial uses may be eased if wheat 
and corn crops turn out to be at 
record levels now forecast, 

The restrictions: 

1. Limit milling of wheat for 
flour for domestic consumption 
to 87 per cent of last year’s level 
and require a larger portion of 
the wheat kernel to be milled 
into flour than normal, thus 
making a darker flour. 

2. Prohibit the use of wheat in 
making whisky and other dis- 
tilled spirits and grently reduce 
the use of other graina for the 
same purpose, 

3. Limit use of wheat in man- 
ufactured livestock feeda, 
Without indicating to what ex- 
tent the restrictions might be 
eased, the department anid final 
decision would be governed ih 
part by the world food situation 
after harvests are in, and particu- 
larly the need for export wheat 
from the United States. 

Earmarked for Export. 

The Government has earmarked 
250,000,000 bushels of this year’s 
record 1,160,000,000-bushel wheat 
crop for export. About 386,000,- 
000 bushels were exported from 
last year’s crop. 

This forecast of possible in- 
crease In home use of graina wan 
made in a departmant food report 
which said that for the remainder 
of 1946, sensonal increnses in pro. 
duction will result in food supplies 
slightly larger than those avail- 
able so far this yenr, 

The report aald that In general 
the situation will be much the 
same as it was in 1945 after V-J 
day, when most fooda were taken 
off rationing. Compared with a 
year earlier, there may be some- 
what less of some fooda including 
chicken, sweet potatoes, but more, 
potatoes, fresh fruits and vege. 
tables. 

larger Supply of Meat. 

The department said meat sup- 
plies for civilians will be larger 
than a year ago until late fall, 
Livestock held back In late May 
and June is being marketed now. 
By October, however, lower pro- 
duction of beef and lamb than in 
1945 and possible larger exports to 
shortage areas aboard may bring 
civillan supplies below the near 
record high consumption level of 
last winter. 

Supplies of fresh and frozen 
fish are expected to be plentiful 
the rest of the year. Egg supplies 
are expected to be relatively large 
the next five or six months. About 
as many turkeys will be marketed 
for civilians as for the 1945 holl- 
day season, but less chicken will 
be available than last fall and 
winter, 

The department said there is 
little prospect for a significant em- 
provement in supplies of fata— 
such as butter, margarine, lard, 
shortening—in the coming months. 
Butter production #& dropping 
sennonally and heavy exports of 
lard are scheduled. 

Supplies of milk in all forms 
will be seasonally amalier in the 
remaining months of 1946, the de- 
partment said, adding that should 
price controls and subsidies not be 
reinstated, higher prices for fluid 
milk would tend to decrease fluid 
milk consumption and begin a 
shift toward greater production 
of manufactured dairy products,

TOKYO, Aug. 10 (UP)—After 
almost a year of Allied occupa- 
tion, the Japanese today are using 
the words “democracy” and “Mac- 
Arthur” as symbols of a new faith 
and its high priest, 


They are words the Japanese 
consider powerful enough to ward 
off evil, even though they are 
not well understood. 


“It's like knowing the rules of 
baseball without knowing how to 
play,” was the way a Japanese 
correspondent put it. 


I came to Japan last September 
as a Gl. and stayed here as a 
correspondent without previous 
association with the so-called “in- 
acrutability” of the Oriental mind 
Nothing observed in one year sup- 
ports the theory that Japanese 
psychology is incomprehensible to 
the average Westerner. 


The Japanese have behaved ac- 
cording to the book. They are 
hungry and they are beaten. We 
have the food and the guns, 

Uniike the Germans, who are 
drawn and quartered, the Japa- 
nese have the relatively simple job 
of trying to please one boas 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur, Pleasing 
the boss comes easier to them, 
however, than the democracy the 
bons would like to see established 
h

ere, 

Besides failing to completely un- 
derstand the word “democracy,” 
the Japanese are being being 
tugged at by various groups 
struggling for power against the 
day the Allies finally leave, There 
are the Communists on the ex- 
treme left, pushing for radical 
reforms, and the reactionaries on 


the right, attempting to maintain 


as much of the old system as they 
can, 

In the center are the great mass 
of Japanese, particularly ’'§ the 
women, stirring with new and 
genuine social ideas but relegating 
politics to a secondary role in 
the face of near-starvation, 

Like some Chinese, who were 
“rice Christians” in time of fam- 
ine, nearly all Japanese are 
“SCAP democrats”’—and for the 
same reason, They're for the side 
that feeds them. SCAP is the Su- 
preme Commander of Allied Pow- 
ers—-Gen. MacArthur, 

The Japanese maintain an attl- 
tude of awe, reverence and affec- 
tion toward MacArthur. Their 
folklore already haa tried to en- 
tabilah hig birthplace in Japan and 
his ancestry as partly Japanese. 
This, in view of the Japanese cus- 
tom of enshrining living deities 
like the Emperor, is an under- 
standable as the Nazi contention 
that Jesus Christ was of Ger- 
manic origin. 

Of the American occupation 
forces in Japan, few have seen 
combat, Their main objective is to 
have as good a time as circum- 
atance and the Army permit. 

They are handsomely equipped 
with movies, theaters, Red Cross 
clubs and comfortable billets. G.I, 
relations with the Japanese are 
good, if patronizing—an attitude 
the Japanese themselves encour- 
age. The soldiers fraternize with 
Japanese girls but not at the 
feverish rate they did at first. 
This is partly due, in Tokyo and 
Yokohama, to the arrival of wom- 
an Civil Service workers and de- 
pendent families who bring with 
them the intangible pressure of 
home.

FOOD REMAINS 
TOP PROBLEM IN 
DEFEATED JAPAN 


Gen, MacArthur Reports 
People Lack Confi- 


dence in Their Gevern- 
ment’s Ability. 


TOKYO, Sunday, Aug. 11 (AP) 
—A multitude of problems and 
skepticism on the part of the 
people as to the government's 
strength and ability harassed the 
Japanese cabinet in June, Gen, 
Douglas MacArthur reported to- 
day in his monthly review of the 
occupation, 

The topmost problem was food, 
both production and distribution, 
and the government's efforts to 
ease the situation failed to inspire 
confidence, the report said. 

Allied headquarters expected 
some relief, however, would result 
from extension of fishing areas 
and an accompanying increased 
production of seafoods. 

The difficulty of renewing the 
Jupanese economy was another 
government problem. The report 
stated that a “weak coalition” of 
political parties within the cabinet 
and divergent views on economie 
policies frustrated the establish- 
ment of a “vigorous, positive and 
consistent program of action.” 

Other highpoints of the report 
included: 

Continued good relations be- 
tween the occupation force and 
the civil population. 

Some increase in production 
of pulp paper, rayon pulp and 
some foods, but less than 
enough coal to meet basic needs. 
The “critical lack of coal” is 
affecting the general economie 
condition and has “stopped com- 
pletely some operations.” 

Increase in the number of la- 
bor unions from 3739 to 7357 in 
the period from March 15 te 
May 1; some wage rates in- 
creased, but lagging behind liv- 
ing costs; more than 5,000,000 
unemployed, 

Continued Increase in Bank of 
Japan note issues “due primarily 
to governmental expenditures 
and failure of new money te 
return to banks as deposits.” 

An increase in blackmarket- 
ing, with 24,000 more caseg re- 
ported ig May than April. 

Reporting on the welfare of the 
Japanese people, ..liied headquar- 
tera‘said the government had been 
told to correct “deplorable condi- 
tions under which delinquent chil- 
dren are kept in institutions.” It 
said prison death rates were 
found to be “abnormally high.”

Swimming is more or less con- 
fined to the pool of the Little 
Harbor Club, just outside Har- 
bor Point, in Harbor Springs. 
A gathering place chiefly for 
those of debutante age and 
younger fry, it has been re- 
decorated this year and is one 
of the most attractive spots in 
northern Michigan. It should be. 
The postwar assessment cost a 
pretty penny and dues are up. 
But the result is a charming 
clubhouse with a broad terrace 
overlooking the water, and ten- 
nis courts and the pool on the 
land side. Informal sports by 
day are often climaxed with 
dances by night.

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Fishing in Missouri 


Deterioration of 


Rivers in Ozarks 
By Leonard Hall 


OST Missouri! sportsmen have an occasional opportunity 

M to fish the waters of others parts of the country. We 

have sampled the muskie and wall-eye fishing of the 

north woods, trout fishing in the mountain streams of Wyo- 

ming, deep-sea fishing off 

the Florida reefs, But by 

and large, the number of 

messes of fish we bring 

home in any season will 

depend in large measure on 

the fish right here in our 

own state, So it is best to 

stop once in a while to 

check up on our fishing as- 

sets. Missouri offers many 

kinds of fishing—some of 

them of a quality which is 

equalled in few other states 

—and it might be interest- 

ing to list these assets with 

a few comments upon their 

conditions, I would set 

down as Missouri's greatest 

fishing asset, the small- 

mouth and largemouth bass, 

goggle eye, jack salmon or 

wall-eyed pike and sunfish 

of the swift, clear-water streams of the Ozark country. Float- 

ing these streams to fish with fly rod or casting tackle is an 

incomparable sport carried on amid scenes of incomparable 

beauty which lures anglers to Missouri from all over America. 

But these streams can also be waded up toward their head- 

waters or bank-fished—and many a good string of bass is 

taken from them on live bait. The thing that more than any- 

thing else governs the quality of Ozark fishing is the fact that 

the creeks and rivers of this area are filling up with gravel. 

No one. who has fished the Gasconade, Piney, Current, Black, 

James, Norfolk or White River—-as well as any one of the 

countless smaller streams—for the past 25 years can help but 

realize what is happening to them. Destruction of timber on 

the high watersheds during the past 75 years, annual burning 

of the cut-over lands—in the mistaken belief that this makes 

the grass grow—and poor farming methods in most of the 

Ozark valleys have all combined to create soil erosion—the 
siltation in this case being made up largely of gravel. 


rz. 


There being no covering left on the land to check the 
run-off, each hard rain rushes down-hill through gulleys 
and dry creek beds, carrying its load of silt, Stream beds 
fill up with gravel and the protective cover for fish is 
destroyed. Flash floods which follow every rain wash out 
the spawning grounds and destroy the plant life that sup- 
plies the plankton on which the fry and minnows feed, 
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@ A REMEDY FOR THESE CONDITIONS is in sight, This 
remedy isn't high dams, either, which start to silt in the day 
they are completed and thus in the end defeat the very pur- 
pose for which they were built. What happens to such projects 
over the centuries is seen in the rivers which flow through the 
alluvial plains of such countries as China, Here silt has 
washed down from the hills through generation after genera- 
tion and deposited itself in the river beds, Levees are built 
ever higher until today the streams flow along between dykes 
with a water level that is high above the surrounding land. 
When floods came to break these levees, millions of acres go 
under, with death and disease and starvation following in their 
wake. The thing which may go far toward rehabilitating our 
streams in Missouri is the new forestry law that makes it 
possible for private land owners to undertake reforestation, 
for the state to acquire its own forest land where necessary 
and to proteet the entire timber resource against fire and 


over-cutting. 
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@ THIS LAW IN ITSELF, IF PROPERLY administered, will 
help greatly in controlling siltation—and better fishing in the 
Ozark streams will be a valuable by-product, The next step 
after this will probably be the extension of Soil Conservation 
Districts to the Ozark counties, When these districts are 
established, farmers will learn how to put their submarginal 


land back into timber or valuable pasture and to terrace and | 


contour their crop land for increased yields, Granted that 
soil conservation and reforestation are long-range measures of 
stream control—they are the only ones that really work, 
Moreover, long-range doesn’t mean what many sportsmen 
think, for such measures begin to pay dividends in better 
fishing almost as soon as the work has started, Restocking 
the rivers and streams of Missouri with game fish can be 
carried on where experience proves it to be practical, 
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But when you consider the thousands upon thousands 
of miles of good potential fishing water in this state, the 
task of restocking would be beyond the total capacity of 
all the hatcheries In America, not to say the financial re- 
sources of our commission. Moreover, unless the streams 
provided conditions under which these fish could survive 
and multiply, the effort would be largely wasted except 
for fish caught during the current season. And fishing- 
license money doesn't pay for that kind of stocking. 
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@ THERE IS NO DOUBT THAT MISSOURI'S streams can 
again be built up to supply some of the finest fishing on the 
American continent. To help bring this about, every fisher- 
man and every organization of fishermen in Missouri might 
well adopt the motto: “Hold the rain on the land where it 
falls. Let it filter down to the natural water table through a 
good protective layer of humus and top soll, Let it swell the 
great subterranean rivers which feed Missouri's myriad springs 

and s0 come down to the streams in its own good time— 
clear and cold and pure.” There are other fishing assets in 
Missouri besides those offered by our Ozark streams—and 
these will be considered in some future article. 
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NEW procedure in the Army 
A uses to orginate in the ranks, 

where it would start as a good 
plan to correct, let us say, a cur- 
rent abuse, In its progress from 
higher authority to still higher 
authority, the plan would be modi- 
fied by each man who got his 
hands on it, until, by the time it 
reached the War Department, the 
plan had lost much of its original 
meaning and acquired a lot of new 
and useless trimmings. 


Once incorporated into Army 
doctrine, this new, distorted plan 
would start downward toward the 
ranks again, this time acquiring 
different interpretations at every 
step. By the time it reached the 
starting point, the ranks, the plan 
would have little to do with the 
original abuse or with anything 
else, Still, it was inflicted on the 
men as gospel and the men wearily 
accepted it as another sample 
of Army snafu. 

Censorship on the air is pretty 
much the same routine, the misuse 
of an originally sound purpose, The 
broadcasters, quite understand- 
ably, don’t like to offend individ- 
uals, minority groups, religious 
orders, advertisers or members of 
other nationalities, There is noth- 
ing particularly wrong with this 
desire to please, except that in 
many cases it is pursued to such 
lengths that radio programs are 
robbed of much of their vitality. 
The intentions are good but the 
administration is ridiculous. 


Possibly the most censored man 
in radio is Fred Allen, Allen gets 
his ideas from current news, His 
jokes are invariably pointed, and 
pointed jokes usually sting some- 
body. As a result, Allen's 14 
years In radio have been an almost 
continuous battle with censors and 
he has lost many an engagement, 

After years of this, Allen is a 
little bitter toward radio censor- 
ship. Recently he left for a 
vacation in Maine and in his suit- 
case was a collection of notes 
which he refers to as his “white 
paper” and which he plans to 
turn into a Saturday Evening 
Post article during his vacation. 

Before he left, Allen graciously 
let me run through that part of 
his notes concerning censorship, 
and, as a sort of preview of that 
Post article with Allen’s per- 
mission, I should liké to give you 
some examples of the jokes that 
have been cut out of his scripts 
and the reasons they were cut out, 
This should give you some idea 
as to why humor on the alr is 
usually as bland and innocent of 
the life around us as an Edgar 
Rice Burroughs novel. 

Let us first consider salacious- 
ness. Off-co'or jokes are not 
allowed on t'« alr and that, in 
itself, is a good idea, However, 
the man who censored Allen's 
scripts at the National Broadcast- 
ing Company—let’s call him Pin- 
cus, although that’s not his name 
--pursued this noble aim with a 
zeal which would have alarmed 
even Savonarola, Mr. Pincus sus- 
pected any word he didn’t under- 
stand, particularly in a _ bov-girl 
context, of being a dirty word, 

Allen, for example, had a ter- 
rible time getting the adjective 
“saffron” on the air because Pin- 
cus suspected it had sexual con- 
notations, With the aid of Funk 
& Wagnalls, Allen got the ad- 
jective approved. On another oc- 
casion a character in an Allen 
show called Bear Mountain a

In 14 


Years on Air, He 


Has Had Many a Joke Cut 
From Scripts by Censors 
Who Zealously Guard 
Against the Possibility of 
Offending Anybody.

“strip tease crag.” Mr. Pincus 
was horrified, and it took hours of 
arguing to convince him that 
“strip tease” could hardly be of- 
fensive when applied to a moun- 
tain. 

Pincus also objected to the 
phrase “pitch a little woo.” Be- 
lieve it or not, he’d never heard it 
before and Allen had quite an 
argument convincing him that the 
phrase was current usage among 
the young folks, 

A decent respect for religion on 
the air is hardly open to comment. 
Still, Allen’s censor took it to 
lengths which any sensible min- 
ister would consider rather silly. 
Once Allen brought in a gag about 
a judge, recently deceased, “going 
to a higher court,” The joke was 
blue-penciled, “Higher court” im- 
plied heaven and you can't make 
cracks about heaven. 


“Then there was a joke about a 
man named Stickney 8S, “for Stick- 
ney” Stickney who got that name 
because the minister who baptized 
him stuttered. It was cut out, too. 
Musn't make fun of ministers. 

Another Allen line read “she 
promises to love, honor and lump 
it till death do them part.” Abs 
solutely not, said Pincus; the mar- 
riage ceremony is not a suitable 
topic for comedy. 

Allen has complained for years 
because he is unable to mention 
or even hint at the existence of 
another network.*“Darn,” he said 
once, “is the word invented by N.B. 
C., which doesn't recognize either 
hell or the Columbia Broadcasting 
System.” 

Here again the ban ta Invoked 
to incredible lengths. For instance, 
Allen once spoke of smoking “that 
cigarette that grows hair, fixes up 
your nerves and fumigates the 
house.” N.B.C, objected to the 
phrase “fixes up your nerves” be- 
cause it sounded a little like a 
then current Camel's advertising 
campaign, At that time. the Camel 
show was on C.B.8. and not even 
by so remote a connection as a 
single vague phrase did N.B.C, 
want to call attention to its pow- 
erful network rival.

censorship was made particu- 

larly difficult for him by the 
fact that Pincus frankly admitted 
he didn’t understand Allen's pe- 
cullar brand of humor at all. 

You can’t for instance, offend 
individuals in a comedy show, 
which would be a reasonable rule 
if sensibly administered. However, 
Pincus extended this ban to in- 
clude virtually every one living or 
dead and sometimes even imagin- 
ary people. 

Allen, for instance, once gagged 
about an imaginary society ma- 
tron named Mra, Biddle Pratt, 
Pincus wouldn’t allow it until Al- 
len had combed all the Blue 
Books and Social Registers fn the 
country to make sure there wasn't 
a real Mrs. Biddle Pratt. He did 
and there wasn't, 

Then there was a gag about 
Senator Guff of Idaho, Even after 
a search of past and present Con- 
gressional directories failed to re- 
veal the name of any Senator 
iuff of Idaho, Pincus was not 
fully reassured, He approved the 
line with considerable misgivings 
because, after all, there might

However, Allen was forbidden 
to use the harmless line “Brenda 
never looked lovelier” at the time 
of the Brenda Frazier wedding 
without the permission of the 
Frazier family, which could not be 
obtained. Another time, Allen 
tacked a cockney accent on a 
character identified as the first 
mate of the Queen Mary. This 
had to be changed because Pincus 
said the first mate of the Queen 
Mary was quite a cultered person 
in his own world and might not 
like a cockney accent affixed on 
him,

LL networks are, of course, ex- 
A tremeiy careful to avoid offend- 

ing any racial or -religious 
group. No one can possibly quarrel 
with this but their caution is some- 
times taken to outlandish lengths, 
You might be interested to know 
that Allen had a terrible time win- 
ning approval for the current Min- 
frva Pious character, Mrs. Nuss- 
baum. N.B.C waa fearful that Jew- 
ish-dialect comedy might offend 
all Jews. Wearily, Allen and his 
representatives. pointed out that 
Jewish dialect comedy has been in 
vaudeville and burlesque for 30 
years without offending any one. 

Since N.B.C. is a national] net- 
work, it must be careful about 
hurting the feelings of towns or 
regions, which are sometimes 
even more sensitive than individu- 
als. Allen once wrote a sketch 
concerning a town called North 
Wrinkle, a name he thought up 
all by himself. N.B.C. objected 
on the ground there might some- 
where be a North Wrinkle whose 
inhabitants might not like 
Allen's humor. A radio executive 
was unloosed on this problem and 
after considerable research, turned 
up with a deadpan report which 
I print below as an example of 
the radio mind at work: 

“The most comprehensive list of 
towns in the United States is the 
United States Postal Guide. No 
North Wrinkle is listed there. 
The United States Post Office 
knows of no such town. However, 
they state that there is a possi- 
bility that there is such a com- 
munity without a post office, but 
that there is no way in which they 
can check further unless we sug- 
gest a given state in which case 
they could make a more intensive 
search, I believe that it is safe to 
use North Wrinkle.” 


Allen not only couldn't poke fun 
at individuals, he also had to be 
careful not to step on their pro- 
fessions, their beliefs, and some 
times even their hobbies and 
amusements. Portland Hoffa once 
was given a line about wasting an 
afternoon at the rodeo. N.B.C. 
objected to the implication that 
an afternoon at the rodeo was 
wasted and the line had to be 
changed, 


Another time, Allen gagged that 
a girl could have found a better 
husband in a cemetery. Pincus 
thought this might hurt the fee)- 
ings of people who own and oper- 
ate cemeteries, Allen got the line 
cleared only after pointing out 
that cemeteries have been topics 
for comedy since the time of 
Aristophanes, 
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NYTHING that might concelv- 
A ably hurt the feelings of an ad- 

vertiser or even a potential ad- 
vertiser is, of course, scrutinized 
with extraordinary care, The in- 
crediblu Pincus, for instance, ob- 
jected to the line: “The zoo keeper 
told mama the mongoose was see- 
ing aspirin.” Pincus was under the 
impression aspirin was a_ trade 
name, The line was cleared after 
Pincus was told that aspirin was 
not the exclusive property of the 
Bayer people. 

Allen once wrote a sketch in 
which a woman character named 
the Widow Kane said she had 
forgotten to turn off the gas in her 
Kansans home before coming to 
New York. 

“Good heavens,” said Allen, 
“Attention, Soup Ladle, Kansas, 
Go to Widow Kane's home. Turn 
off the gas.” A few moments 
later the program waa interrupted 
by a mock news flash. Soup Ladle, 
Kansas, has been blown off the 
map. N.B.C, deleted the entire 
sequence because the gas com- 
panies objected to calling atten- 
tion to the explosive properties of 
their product, 

Pincus was a atickler for the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth. In one script, Allen 
remarked that Schopenhauer was 
a suataining program for years 
under the name of Pick and Pat. 
That, said the distressed Pincus, 
simply wasn't ‘so. Schopenhauer, 


‘gaid Pincus, died in 1860 and was

never on any radio program. Al- 
len finally succeeded in convincing 
Pincus that it was a joke, son, 
and the line was cleared, 


“The veteran comedian was not 
so lucky in convicing the radio 
censors that radio itself is a suit- 
able topic for comedy, Of all 
radio’s sacred cows, radio itself is 
the most sacred, and, while Allen 
has repeatedly lampooned the in- 
dustry that pays him $20,000 a 
week, he has also lost many a 
battle to the censors, 


In 1938, for instance, after 
Orson Welles scared the day- 
lights out of half the Eastern sea- 
board with his invasion from Mars, 
Allen wrote an introduction to his 
program which poked a little fun 
not at Welles, but at the people 
who ran all over New Jersey look- 
ing for the Maritian invaders. 


“This is a comedy program,” 
wrote Allen. “Any sound effects 
or dialogue you hear during the 
hour will be purely imaginary, If 
you hear a phone ringing (and he 
demonstrated) don’t answer it, If 
you hear a knock on the door (an- 
other demonstration), don’t rush 
to open the door. Just sit back and 
relax. Nothing is going to happen.” 

. B. C. not only blue-penciled 
the entire introduction but flatly 
refused to allow Allen to make 
any allusion to the Welles incident, 
which had frightened the entire 
broadcasting industry. Allen car- 
ried his appeal up the chain of 
command at N. B. C, all the way 
to Lenox Lohr, then president of 
the network. The appeal was re- 
jected. N. B, C. didn’t want to 
hear any more about the Welles 
invasion, particularly over the air. 


Probably the funniest battle 
Allen gver lost involved a sketch 
about the movies, One line in the 
sketch read: “Motion pictures are 
your best entertainment.” No 
greater uproar could have been 
caused if a Mohammedan had 
called the faithful to prayer in 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral. Even a 
hint that there is any other form 
of entertainment, especially a bet- 
ter one, than radio is blasphemy 
in broadcasting circles. 


“The line caused a small war at 
N. B C. Allen and his represent- 
atives argued the point from 
executive to executive right up to 
Lohr and got nowhere. The 
broadcasters refused to concede 
that it was a joke and even if it 
was a joke, they didn’t think it 


was funny. The line was thrown 
out and, to my knowledge, no such 
sacrilegious sentiment has ever 
been expressed over N. B. C. 


Naturally, over a period of 14 
years, this stifilng censorship 
has aroused considerable bitter- 
ness in Allen, one of radio's great 
wits. This is only too apparent in 
his shows, In the last few years 
there have been repeated and 
biting references to N. B. C. vice- 
presidents, (“The man with the 
mould on him is a vice-president.”) 
The network has never issued any 
flat ultimatum to Allen to stop 
this but N.'B, C, executives have 
pleaded unsuccessfully with him 
for years to lay off the vice presi- 
dents for the sake of N. B. C.'s 
diginity, 
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LLEN continues to make fun of 

the N.B.C, vice presidents, and 

no wonder, Another of Allen's 
pet peeves is the automatic cut- 
off at N.B.C. While other net- 
works will allow a big show to 
run a minute or two past its 
time and will make it up to the 
next show, N.B.C.’s cut-off is op- 
erated by an automatic clock 
which stops the show exactly on 
the hour or half hour. Even 
those chimes are mechanically 
operated. 


Once, to work off a little steam 
at both the N.B.C. executive ataff 
and at that automatic chime, 
Allen inserted a line in his script 
in which a stooge remarked: “I 
must balance my chime report. 
Lenox will be furious.” Even 
Allen had no hope of getting such 
a crack at the N.B.C. on the 
air and, of course, it was cut out. 
The comedian finds some con- 
solation in the fact that he has 
outlived, or at least outlasted 
three N.B.C, presidenta and he 
may outlast the present one, 


Among the more recent excl- 
sions from an Allen script was a 
reference to an imaginary sum- 
mer resort named Gromyko's 
Grotto. N.B.C, deleted the line 
on the grounds it might offend 
the Russians, 


“My gosh,” said Allen wearily, 
“everything else has offended the 
Russians, We're the cnly thing 
left. We might as well offend 
them too.”

Arizona Pack Trip 


Take Back My Boots 
And Also My Saddle

T is my considered opinion that the western saddle, when 
| applied unremittingly to the human anatomy for more than 
two hours, is an instrument of torture to make the heart of 
Torquemada sing with joy. The conclusion occurred to me in 
the course of a recent Ari- 
zona pack trip, and the 
method by which I arrived 
at sald conclusion is known 
with startling aptness as the 
posterior method—that Is to 
sny~the hard way. One 
evening last winter, my wife 
announced out of a clear sky 
that we were going to see 
some Indians this summer. 
Real Indians, she said, the 
kind they are always threat- 
ening to give the country 
back to. As one who has 
dabbled only briefly in the 
murky waters of psychiatry 
I was momentarily at a loss 
to account for this mental 
aberration. However, I soon 
evolved a theory. The 
heartbreaking battle for 
nylons, soap powder and

Its proprietor, Bill Wilson, a former champion bronc 
rider, and his wife, Katherine, provide mules and guide service 
to the Bridge and furnish cabins and meals at the Lodge,

We arrived at the Lodge late in the afternoon, By 
8 o'clock the next morning the six of us in the party 
making the trip were in the saddle, First came “Buck” 
Allen, head wrangler, cook and guide, riding one mule 
and leading a pack animal; then a physician and his 
wife from San Francisco; an ophthalmologist and his 
wife from San Diego, Calif.; my wife and I. Bringing 
up the rear was Jerry, Buck's young brother-in-law and 
helper, leading two pack mules in single file and riding 
a third,

@ THF TRAIL SKIRTS FOR SEVERAL miles the southwest 
side of 10,000-foot Navajo Mountain, slithering down into and 
climbing up out of a number of deep canyons that radiate from 
the mountain. We hadn't gone very far that morning when my 
carefree countenance began to take on a more thoughtful aspect. 
I was wrestling with a question that must have plagued many 
a previous visitor to the great open apaces: why do westerners 
always refer to the novice horseman as a tenderfoot? My mule’s 
name was Kitty. In outward appearance she conformed roughly 
to what I have come to accept as the well-known Missouri 
hybrid but somewhere back in her ancestral tree there muat 
lurk a misanthropic mountain goat.

Lindsay and Anita went to Reno 
in 1938. Their divorce settlement 
included the alimony agreement. 
The. aportaman anted up more 
than $50,000, then stopped paying 
and went into the Army. 

Legal fireworka wore touched 
off when Anita filed suit for the 
back alimony, asserting that an 
attorney had informed her that 
unless she accepted a reduction 
in allowance, her former husband 
planned to apply for an Army 
commission and “starve her into 
submission.” She listed his assets 
as over $1,750,000. 


The lawsuit dragged along when 
Captain Howard, in training with 
an ordnance regiment in North 
Carolina, was refused leave to at- 
tend the trial. Anita's attorneys 
petitioned to tle up his $500,000 
share of his mother’s estate to 
cover her alimony, 

A judge's ruling that the trial 
be postponed for the duration of 
the war under the soldiers and 
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sailors relief act seemed to shelve 
the lawault for the time being, but 
a sensational flare-up developed 
when Lindsay shed his immunity 
and filed a cross complaint. 

He had stopped paying the all- 
mony, the sportsman said, be- 
cause, investigating an anony- 
mous letter, he had discovered 
that “for approximately four years 
before she obtained the agree- 
ment, she was an unfalthful wife.” 
Therefore, Lindsay contended, 
Anita was not entitled to alimony, 
and ahould be compelled to return 
the money she had already re- 
ceived, 
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petition was denied by 
Judge Edward FP, Murphy.  An- 
other crosa-complaint, accusing 
Anita of intimacies with a number 
of prominent San Franciscans, re- 
celved similarly short shrift from 
the courts. 


Anita had her revenge for this 
lewal embarrassment when Cap- 
tain Howard was summoned be- 
fore a solemn Army courtmartial 
charged with violating the 95th 
Article of War in that he “did 
without due cause from about 
Jan. 1, 1942, to Nov. 17, 1943, fail, 
refuse and neglect to pay Anita 
Z. Howard, his divorced wife, the 
sum of $1250 a month, which aum 
Captain Howard waa ordered to 
pay by a valid decree dated Nov. 
5, 1938, by the Second Judicial 
District Court of Nevada.” 


After two days of testimony at 
San Francisco's historic Presidio 
-~-Including Mrs. Howard's appear- 
ance as prosecution witness-—the 
12 officer trial board headed by 
Colone] Cassius Poust rendered a 
quick verdict of not guilty. 

Anita was more successful In 
the civil courts, which ordered 
Lindsay to fork over her back 
alimony, plus interest. He _ in- 
structed his attorneys to challenge 
the verdict, and they carried their 
appeal to the California Supreme

An Interesting Chat 
With Eugene O'Neill

0 East 80s—-an apartment rich with 10,000 books—I sat with 

Eugene O'Neill, the tall, gray playwright, while he made 
jokes poking pins in Eugene O'Neill. “How long a play will 
‘The Ice Man’ be?" I asked 
the shy 57-year-old genius 
with the fence-rail frame, 
I wondered whether it'd be 
a longie. You remember 
“Strange Interlude’—65:30 to 
11 p.m.—one hour out for 
dinner? He supposedly has 
another new play that could 
run from 8 a.m, to mid- 
night. A boss of mine used 
to say, “Wilson, you don't 
write the best stories, but 
you write the longest.” Well, 
O'Neill writes the longest 
plays—and the best... , 
“*The Ice Man,’” he said, 
using the pet name for “The 
Ice Man Cometh,” the play 
that brings him back to the 
Theater Guild and Broad- 
way in October for the first 
tirae in 12 years, “would 
have run for four hours, 
with a dinner intermission. 
But it won't now. Look at the problems of taxicabs and getting 
dinner in an hour. Everybody would have come back wanting 
to eat the author. So the play—and I may as well tell you 
it’s about Death, about 14 men and 3 women waiting for the 
Ice Man, meaning Death—will open at 8 and come down at 
half past 11." His gray mustache twisted upward in a smile. 
“There'll be almost a half-hour intermission after the first act. 
Time for everybody to get a drink and a sandwich—and what's 
the name of that heart stimulant?” 

As the first reporter able to face him with a notebook 
In several years, I noted all this greedily, “After that,” O'Neill 
went on, “there'll be three short intermissions, not long enough 
for people to get out of their seats,” 
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“Not long enough to get out of their seats!” I re 
peated... . “Well, they'll know if they go for a drink 
they're going to miss part of the play,” he said. And re- 
membering he was a great bottle man once, he said, “That 
wouldn't have stopped me at one time from getting a drink 
—knowing I was going to miss part of an act.” ... He 
hasn't had a drop in 15 years, 
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@ I WAS STRUCK BY THE FACT that this native of Times 
Square who may be remembered by the ages is different than 
the public thinks, He writes in no dungeon; actually in a 
pleasant 4-windowed bedroom at a modern desk, Swims well. 
Goes to fights to watch Rocky Graziano slug. A juke box 
company recently learned he wanted a juke box. He didn’t 
get the juke box, poor man. And as he sat there yesterday, 
he fibbed that his devoted and beautiful wife, Carlotta Monte- 
rey, the former actress, couldn't join us, as she was terribly 
busy killing cockroaches in the kitchen, She phoned later, upon 
hearing of his yarn, and didn't like the joke at all. She main- 
tained she was busy cataloguing his books, They do not have 
cockroaches, she said, pretty severely... .

Accompanied by Wives and Friends, 
22 of Them, Piloting Own Planes, 
Make Week-End Trip to Wisconsin, 
Catch Few Fish, but Have Good Time

F ico a good many years now— 
too many, in fact-—-people have 
been looking up into the sky, 
shaking their heads wisely, and 
predicting that some of these days 
airplanes will be just as common 
as anything and people will think 
nothing of jumping into their 
planes and hopping off to places 
like northern Wisconsin for a 
weekend of fishing. 


Well, I am now able to-.report 
that that day has finally arrived. 
It so happens that I was one of 
40 persons who jumped int 
planes one morning recently and 
flew off for a weekend of fishing 
in, by a atrange coincidence, north- 
ern Wisconsin, 


While this-wasn't the first long- 
distance fishi trip made) by 
plane out of Ste Lonie was the 
first of its kind in that, instead of 
all the fishermen going in one 
transport plane, the fishermen, all 
of them flyers, went in their own 
planes, 

The trip was made by 22 Er- 
coupe owners of St. Louis and vi- 
cinity, accompanied by wives and 
friends. An Ercoupe, in case you're 


eat breakfast and then fly back. 
They provide good experience in 
cross country flying; also in navi- 
gation, of which more later. Prev- 
ious to the Wisconsin visit the 
longest trip any of them had ever 
attempted was a flight to New 
Orleans, made by five planes, 
Since they all got there and back, 
a vista of bigger and better cross- 
country flights was opened, s0 
when an invitation was sent out 
to fly to Wisconsin for a weekend, 
po lésa_than 22 flyers accepted 
the challetige, 18 of them from &t, 
Louls and vicinity, the rest from 
points between here and Wiscon- 
ain, 

The occasion was the opening 
of a new airfield at Ripon, a town 
of 5000 population situated in the 
Fox River Valley recreation area, 
seven miles from Green Lake and 
about 20 miles from Winnebago, 
and a town aware of the advan- 
tages of promoting recreational 
flying. 

The flight was scheduled to 
start at 6:30 o’clock on a Friday 
morning, but the airplane, just 
like the automobile and the horse

not familiar with it, is a small, 
low-winged monoplane which seats 
two persons, side by side, can be 
mastered in about six hours of 
instruction and which is, it says 
right here on the _ instrument 
panel, “characteristically incap- 
able of spinning.” I don’t know 
what else it is incapable of, but it 
seems to have been pretty defi- 
nitely demonstrated and accepted 
that it won't go into a spin, a 
quality which has endeared it to a 
great many private flyers, 


In addition to its two passen- 
gers, it will carry also a couple 
of suitcases, a couple of tackle 
boxes and fishing rods, provided 
the rods aren't too long. If 
you're planning to go on fishing 
trips in an Ercoupe we suggest 
you get a collapsible rod. 

There are about 40 Ercoupe 
owners in and around St. Louis 
and for some time now they have 
been testing thelr wings on lesser 
flights, which are known as “break- 
fast flights” because groups of 
them usually start out early in 
the morning, fly to some town 
like Cape Girardeau or Columbia,

and buggy before it, is subject to 
the human equation, It’s just as 
hard to get 18 pilots and their 
passengers organized and on their 
way as it is to get the same num- 
ber of motorists, hikers and cyc- 
lists started, A steady rain, which 
opened up just about starting 
time added to the delay, but fi- 
nally, about two hours after sched- 
uled starting time, the group 
boarded the planes, lined up on 
one field and rather grimly took 
off, 


Acting as shepherd for the flock 
was Mark Evans, of Parks Alir- 
port, who is not only an experi- 
enced pilot but who, having taught 
virtually all of them to fly, felt 
a somewhat paternal as well as 
moral responsibility. He had 
divided the planes into groups of 
three and members of each group 
were placed in first, second and 
third positions, They were in- 
atructed to fly about 600 feet 
apart, in single file and with 
each succeeding plane a little 
higher than the plane it was fol- 
lowing. 

It was a good theory, and we

started out that way, but some- 
thing must have gone wrong be- 
cause by the time we réached 
Peoria, our first stop, some of 
those who had been in the Iast 
group were already on ‘the field 
and some in the first group hadn't 
arrived yet, No one ever knew 
exactly what happened, but since 
everyone got there safely, it 
didn't seem to make much differ- 
ence. The same thing kept hap- 
pening during the: entire trip. 
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AVIGATING an Ercoupe in a 
N cross-country flight is a fasci- 

nating and slightly eerie pro- 
cedure, Each pilot is equipped with 
an air map covering the territory 
encompassing the trip, The line of 
flight is marked out with red 
pencil, The map shows such 
things as towns, highways, rail- 
road tracks and rivers. Which is 
all right, as far as it goes. Un- 


‘fortunately most towns, it would 


seem, have remained stoically de- 
termined that the airplane is a 
passing fad and air travel will 
never come to anything. Conse- 
quently they have seen no reason 
to indicate the name of town any- 
where but where it has always 
been indicated, on the side of the 
railroad station—if there is a rail- 
road atation, 

This is a little hard to see 
from an airplane. 

The numbers of the highways 
are marked on the map, but a 
small highway sign is even harder 
to see from a couple of thousand 
feet up, and at that height all 
highways have a tendency to look 
strangely alike. Consequently 
there is little the pilot can do but 
study his map and try to decide 
if the junction of a highway and 
railroad track he sees below him 
is the same junction he sees on 
his map. As a result he has to 
spend a lot of time studying the 
map—time which his passenger 
soon concludes might be more 
profitably spent looking where 
the hell he is going. 

I took off with Jack White, of 
Webster Groves, and despite the 
rain which reduced visibility to 
the point of being non-existent, 
and which also dripped steadily 
into my lap through a smal! leak 
in the dome, everything went as 
well as could be expected, for a 
time. We kept our eyes on the 
tail of the plane ahead and plowed 
steadily forward at 90 miles an 
hour, altitude about 1500 feet. We 
were under the impression we 
would soon fly out of the rain, 
since a check of surrounding air- 
ports had reported the rain as 
local, It continued to rain, how- 
ever. The situation may have 
been confused somewhat by one 
of the weather reports which 
Evans received. It wasn’t until 
after he had received the report 
that he learned he had been talk- 
ing to a ladies’ seminary instead 
of to the airport, 
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T wasn't until we got near what 
| turned out to be Pekin, Ill., that 

I began to have my first faint 
misgivings about the joy of jump- 
ing in a plane and flying to Wis- 
consin for the weekend, It was 
here that the fog, which had been 
threatening for some time, decid- 
ed to get down to business. All of 
a sudden the plane, which we had 
been following, was no longer 
there. We looked down and the 
ground was no longer there either. 
We descended a few hundred feet, 
but there was no improvement, 
We climbed back and found the 
situation unchanged, White an- 
nounced, somewhat superfluously 
it seemed to me, that he couldn't 
see anything. I wasn't sure, but 
I thought I got a giimpse of the 
courthouse dome of the New Jeru- 
salem, 

As we nosed down again I toyed 
momentarily with the idea of re- 
counting a few of my sins. But a 
glance at the altimeter convinced 
me I'd never have time. Just then 
there was a rift in the fog and we 
saw immediately below us an air- 
port, By most standards it prob- 
ably wasn’t much of an airport, 
but ft will always be my unalter- 
able opinion that the little airfield 
at Pekin is one of the handsom- 
est in the country and a very 
pleasant place to be. 

We discovered that our plane

was one of five of the group 
which also had found a haven 
there. The fog lifted shortly and 
we took off again, joining the rest 
of the planes at Peoria. We or- 
ganized ourselves once more and 
took off for Rockford, the next 
stop. The rest of the trip was 
without incident, except that we 
arrived at our destination about 
three hours behind schedule to 
learn that the committee from the 
Chamber of Commerce, after 
standing around in the hot sun 
for nearly three hours looking at 
each other and the sky, had given 
the whole thing up and gone 
home. Mayor Les Chelstrom, a 
hardier soul, had stuck it out and 
was on hand to greet us. We had 
traveled 370 miles in three hours 
and 50 minutes flying time, 


Fishing conditions, we soon 
learned, were running true to tra- 
dition, i.e., “you should have been 
here two days ago. They were 
biting anything. But right now, 
well—” However, while we didn’t 
catch many fish, there were 
plenty of other activities § ar- 
ranged, notably a fish fry on the 
banks of Green Lake which alone 
‘was worth the trip, not only for 
the quality and quantity of the 
food, but to illustrate how the 
people of Wisconsin do things. 


We arrived, by motor launch, 
shortly after sun down and as we 
pulled into shore we were greeted 
by a fragrance which seemed fa- 
miliar but almost forgotten. 
we landed we recognized it for 
what it was—bacon, To St. Louis- 
ans who had been accustomed to 
getting bacon in half pound lots, 
and that not too frequently, the 
sight was slightly overwhelming. 

Over a large bed of conala wan 
a pan about two feet square and 
about 18 inches deep and it was 
filled to the brim with bacon, hun- 
dreds of slices of bacon, reaching 
a dark, crisp state and leaving us 
slightly heady with its fragrance.

A guide was stirring it slowly 
with a large wooden ladle. When 
it was done to perfection, he piled 
it on the table and we were in- 
vited to eat bacon sandwiches 
while the fish was being cooked. 
The guides dipped large chunks of 
wall-eyed pike in corn meal and 
tossed them into the boiling bacon 
grease where they fried to a 
quick, crisp brown on the outside, 
white, flakey and tender on the 
inside. 
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HILE we ate bacon and fish, 
W wasnes down with big cups of 
black coffee boiled over a camp 
the guides placed a large 
metal sheet over the coals and 
started laying down  flapjacks 
which measured about a foot in 
diameter. These were served. drip- 
ping with chunks of golden Wis- 
consin butter and maple syrup. 
Eulogies have been written about 
New England clam bakes and 
Georgia Brunswick stews, but 
neither of them have anything on 
a Wisconsin fish fry. 


Sunday morning we ate a big, 
lazy breakfast at Heidel House, 
a delightful lodge on the shore of 
Green Lake, and then by bus to 
the airport, where we found a 
large percentage of the popula- 
tion of Ripon on hand to see us 
off. The planes were gassed and 
checked, positions assigned and, 
one by one, we took off for home, 
circled the airport and the town 
a couple of times as a farewell 
geature and headed south and 
slightly west. I flew back with 
Harry Schuermann of Webster 
Groves. With one stop at Peoria for 
a cheeseburger we made it back in 
three and a half hours. It was a 
tired but happy little group that 
landed at Parks Alirport late in 
the afternoon, and almost imme- 
diately plans were being made for 
another trip, this time to Florida. 
It’s a new era, and it looks like 
it’s here to stay.

N the whole the records for 

the month of August are not 

conspicuous either for their 
imagination or for their solid per- 
formance in familiar fields, One 
of the exceptions is an album of 
operatic arias sung by Bidu 
Sayao with accompaniments by 
the Metropolitan Opera orchestra | 
under the direction of Fausto) 
Cleva. It is my impression that 
Mme Sayao had matured her art 
considerably in the last several 
years and with no loss of vocal 
quality. 

In this album, Mme. Sayao 
traverses the standard operatic 
repertory from Mozart to Puc- 
cini with Bellini, Gounod and 
Massenet in between. Her per- 
formance of “Voi Che Sapete” and 
“Non So Piu,” both from the Mar- 
riage of Figaro, are the most 
striking evidences of her produc- 
tion, control and style only be- 
cause the music is the best. She 
has an equal expressivity in her 
selections from Manon, La Bo- 
heme, La Somnambula and Faust.

Szigeti gave the first world per- 
formance of the D Major Con- 
certo, the first American per- 
formance of the D Major Sonata, 
and now, with Leonid Hambro, he 
offers to the public the first 
recorded performance of _ the 
Sonata. The music is bright with 
good tunes and saucy i  »body 
rhythms and the harmonic scheme 
is fairly conservative, though per- 
sonal. The violin has. pretty 
much the whole show and Mr. 
Szigeti makes the most of it. 
There is no question of his con- 
viction about the merits of the 
work. (Columbia, three records.)

WAGNER: Siegfried Idyll and 
Scene 8, Act I of Die Walkure. 


Artur Rodzinsk!i does his usual 
thorough, plodding job in direct- 
ing the New York Philharmonic 
performance of the Siefried Idyll. 
It is not nearly good enough. The 
texture is coarse, the mood pro- 
saic. (Columbia, two records.) 

Helen Trnubel joins Emery 
Darcy, the new American helden 
tenor, in the Walkure excerpt with 
her customary New York Phil- 
harmonic orchestra] accompani- 
ment. Again Miss Traubel is shrill 
in her upper voice. Mr, Darcy 
has the heroic clang all right but 
the tone is mostly hard and the 
production mostly tight. (Colum- 
bia, three records.) 
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RESPIGHI: The Pines of Rome. 


This is sensational music in the 
strict, rather than the journalistic 
sense. Eugene Ormandy, directing 
the Philadelphia Orchestra offefs 
a reading which does not quite 
explore the possibilities of a 
flashy score. The final episode 
dealing with the march of the Ro- 
man Legions on the Appian Way 
builds up to a climax that the 
recording instruments cannot re- 
produce. (Columbia, three records.)

COPLAND: Portrait of Lincoln. 


Aaron Copland is a faithful in- 
terpreter of all phases of Ameri- 
cana and it is not his fault that 
Lincoln is too big for him. But 
while the “Portrait” does not have 
the bold epic strokes the aubject 
demands, it is sincere and vividly 
atmospheric. The harmonic back- 
ground has a sort of pawky angu- 
larity which suggests the home- 
apun life of the great plains. Ken- 
neth Spencer enunciates the spok- 
en text, which serves as an ob- 
‘bligato to the music. His diction is 
not always clear; many of the key 
words are unintelligible. In other 
reapects the performance by the 
New York Philharmonic under 
Rodzinski is good and the record- 
ing does it justice. (Columbia 2 
records.)

MISCELLANY: The Don Cossack 
Choir, which hasn't seen the Don

Fails on Broadway, 
But Plans a Movie 


By Jack O'Brian 
NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (AP). 
HE stout fight put up by Orson Welles to keep his huge 
7 musical, “Around the World,” performing profitably at the 
Adelphi Theater, failed last week and the production aban- 
doned Broadway after 74 performances and a loss of somewhere 
between $250,000 and $500,000. 

Cole Porter wrote the score and Orson did practically every- 
thing else in the show. He wrote it, directed it and put on his 
magic show. He even defied almost every known limitation of 
theatrical versatility by playing four distinctly separate roles. 

The busy boy genius now is off to Hollywood, where he will 
write, act in and produce a movie.

Vivid Impression of Magnitude and Power 
In New. Views of Underwater Blast 


A few seconds after top photo was taken, huge mass of dirty brown 
water begins to fall back into lagoon, and another burst of water 
begins to shoot up at base of first column. /[t mushroomed into great 
dome-shaped cloud of water and vapor. A blanket of vapor settled 
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A new conception of the strange and awesome spectacle created by 
the second atomic bomb test explosion at Bikini is afforded by these 
recently-released photographs. They record two moments of the 
underwater blast of July 25 when the immense upsurge of water from 
the lagoon made the mighty ships of the target fleet look like toy boats 
in a bathtub. Automatic cameras mounted by the joint Army-Navy 
task force on towers on Bikini atoll three miles from the explosion 
took the pictures, Above, the tremendous column of water, 2100 feet 
wide and almost a mile high, is shot boiling into the air. It appears 
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over the lagoon, hiding the damage for 30 minutes. Debris appears 
to be falling at left of column. Out of 87 target ships, five were sunk, 
two submarines were missing and believed sunk, three small ships had 


to be beached, and one tank craft capsized. The 29,000-ton Arkansas,

An extra bath or lavatory is sometimes provided by 
putting fixtures back-to-back against a common partition, 
an arrangement that costs little more than a single unit, 
deals effectively with a familiar household bottleneck. 

Furniture for the homes will suit, architects say, whether 
Eighteenth Century mahogany, modern or the comfortable 
mixture that most families accumulate. For completely 
new furnishings, they estimate an allowance of about 15 
to 25 per cent of the cost of the house should be made. Of 
this, they recommend 65 per cent for rooms for living, 20 per 
cent for bedrooms, 15 per cent for kitchen, not including 
major appliances.

LMOST 1,200,000 cows producing five 
billion pounds of fluid milk a year have 
put Missouri in the upper bracket of the 

nation’s dairy states. Today Missouri ranks 
third in cheese production, fifth in evaporated 
milk, sixth in butter, eighth in total number of 
dairy cows. 

The 75-mile-radius area around Spring- 
field has become the greatest milk-producing 
section of its size in the United States. Within 
it is a dairy plant, largest of its kind under one 
roof, that receives and processes more than 
one million pounds of milk daily during the 
flush season. The country’s largest cheddar 
cheese factory is at Nixa. 

Missouri having excellent dairy country, 
many farmers find it more profitable to pro- 
duce milk than compete with Kansas wheat or 
Iowa corn. Relatively mild winters in Mis- 
souri allow nine to 11 months open pasture 
during the year and limestone-rich soil pro- 
vides ample forage crops and grain. South.

Newest development in industry is pro- 
gram of M. F. A. Artificial Breeding Associa- 
tion at Springfield. Here, 38 fine Jersey, 
Guernsey and Holstein bulls, by artificial in- 
semination, are able to sire greatly increased 
number of calves. Offspring of these bulls 
are expected to produce larger amounts of 
butterfat than present cows. 

Major milk products in Missouri are 
cheddar and cottage cheese; evaporated milk 
and nonfat dry milk solids. In 1924, Missouri 
had one cheddar cheese plant producing 250,- 
000 pounds; in 1944, 47 plants produced 44,- 
000,000 pounds. Evaporated milk production 
has increased from less than 40,000,000 pounds 
to more than 155,000,000 in last 10 years. 

Second only to hogs, State’s dairy indus- 
try already outranks those of beef cattle, 
poultry, eggs and cotton.
